Opponents of Annexation 
Change Tactics. 


They Now Propose a Bill for a 
Protectorate Over Hawaii, 


The Foreign Relations Committee 
Will not Compromise. 


Commissioner Evans Appears Before 
the Senate Civil Service Com- 
mittee — Gideon Denies Having 
Manipulated Land Office Records,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] While Congress is in recess 
the active opponents of the annexation 
of Hawaii continue to press their 
points and devise new means of alien- 
ating from the treaty the support of 
Senators, who, while ready to support 
it, do not approve all of its features. 
One of the latest plans is to propose 


have for its object the establishment 
of a protectorate over the islands. By 
this means, it is argued, the integrity 
of the island republic will be assured 


nation made certain. There are many 
men in the upper house who do not be- 
lieve the policy of annexation of the 
islands is good, but will vote for and 
support the treaty in the belief that by 
this means the United States can hold 
the advantages which will accrue from 
the ownership of the natural outpost of 
the western coast.» It is hoped that, by 
appealing to these Senators through a 
bill declaring a protectorate over the 
islands to weaken their support of the 
treaty, and thus absolutely insure its 
defeat. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, said today 
that the protectorate idea was ad- 
vanced to him and he refused to en- 
tertain it or do anything at all in the 
matter. Senator Perkins has expressed 
the belief that such a plan would find 
friends where the annexation treaty 
would lack them, but that this was re- 
garded as a last resource. The mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations -Com- 
mittee are not concerned about the fate 
of annexation, but maintain the belief 
that it will succeed. 

OAKLAND’S BOARD OF TRADE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


OAKLAND, Dec. 20.—The Oakland 
Board of Trade has a&opted resolutions 
in favor of the annexation of Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Pacific Roads today heard F. M.

CIVIL SERVICE MODIFICATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The com- 
mittee appointed at the House civil- 
service conference ten days ago to 
draft modifications of the civil-service 
law, met today and went over the va- 
rious bills pending before the House. 
The committee expects to have a meas- 
ure framed by the time Congress meets 
next month. .Its members are opposed 
to the present law, as including too 
many offices within its scope. 


WHITE HOUSE VISITORS. 


Their Namber Unusually Large Yes- 
terday—Various Interests. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—No ap- 
pointments will be made by the Presi- 
dent during the holiday recess of Con- 
gress, except in case of emergency. 

Despite the announcement of this 
fact, the number of visitors at ‘the 
White House today was’ unusually 
large. Gen. John V?. . Foster had a 
brief interview with the President con- 
cerning the Pelagic Sealing Bill, which 
is now’ before the Executive. Repre- 
sentative John of North Dakota urged 
the President not to sign the Sealing 
Bill, maintaining that as diplomatic 
negotiations between the United States 
and.Canada with reference to the seal- 
ing controversy had been practically 
terminated, the bill would avail noth- 
ing in furthering the negotiations, and 
would be an injustice to sealers of the 
United States. The President gave no 
expression of his intentions, but it is 
expected that he will sign the bill in a 
few days. 

Atty.-Gen. McKenna, accompanied 
by W. J. Coombs of New ‘York, one of 
the government directors of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, talked briefly with 
the President about ' Pacific railroad 
matters. 

Representative Brosius of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the House Civil 
Service Committee, had an extended 
conference with the President about 
the operation of the civil-service law. 
The President is availing himself of 
the opportunity to talk freely with 
Senators and Representatives concern- 
ing the law, and the effort that is now 
being made to secure its modification. 
He is being urged to exeept some posi- 
tions that are now in the classified 
service, but at the White House it is 
said that he has not yet seriously con- 
sidered the question of modifying the 
law.

IMPOSSIBLE OF MAWIPULATION. 


TRUCKLING TO BRITAIN. 


Shipbailder Charles H. Cramp Ut- 
ters His Protest Aguinst It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—The 
Manufacturers’ Club tonight held a 
meeting, at which resolutions were 
adopted favoring the creation of a new 
Cabinet department of commerce and 
manufactures. A communication was 
also received from the National Or- 
ganization of Traveling men, complain- 
ing of the inefficiency of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Papers were then read by Charles H. 
Cramp of the ship-building firm and 
Theodore C. Zanrch, president of the 
National Organization of Manufactur- 
ers, on the way to encourage American 
ship-building. Mr. Cramp deplored the 
growth of English influences in this 
country. He said: 

“English ideas and doctrines pene- 
trate every walk of life and every 
branch of activity in the United States, 
At no time prior to the Declaration 
of Independence, during the colonial 
period, was our moral and intellectual 
subjection to Great Britain so complete 
as it is now. 

“In my judgment, this relation be- 
tween England and our country forms 
the greatest underlying cause of pre- 
vailing financial and industrial condi- 
tions here, and more particularly in 
the ship-building industry. American 
statesmen and journalists seem to wait 
expressions of British views on any 
subject connected with our national ex- 
istence or attitude before making up 
their minds.’’ 


BERING SEA CLAIMS, 


UNITED STATES AND CANADIAN 
COMMISSIONERS FINISH WORK. 


They Will Soon Begin Preparation 
of Their Reports to the Govern- 
ment — Total Approved Claims 
Will Reach Over a Million. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Dec. 20.—After a week of 
conference in Boston, Justices Putnam 
and King, the commissioners for the 
United States and Canada, respect- 
ively, in the arbitration of the Bering 
Sea claims, have complcted their work 
for the present, and it is understood 
will soon begin the preparation <f their 
reports to their respective governments. 

The commissioners have been holding 
daily sessions in this city, during which 
they have gone over the _ disputed 
claims, step by step, reviewing the evi- 
dence as in the case of a law court. It 
is understood that an agreement as to 
the amount of the indemnity claimed 
has been reached in all but a few cases, 
and these are likely to be settled with- 
out the appointment of an _ umpire, 
which is provided for in the convention 
authorizing the commission. 

The amount awarded to Great Brit- 
ain is to be paid within six months of 
the time when the final decision is 
reached, whether it is made by the 
commissioners or by an umpire. It is 
not known what clailms have been 
ruled out, but it is understood that the 
total approved claims will amount to 
more than $1,000,000. 


VALUE OF KITES. 


Expert Eddy Tells of Some of His 
Experiments. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—William A. 
Eddy of Bayonne, N. J., well known as 
an expert in constructing and flying 
kites and in aerial photography, has 
just completed a series of experiments 
that he thinks will prove that his kites 
may be made of the utmost value to 
meteorologists and navigators. 

He believes that he has established 
the fact that the pull of his kites on 
their strings, as indicated by a delicate 
spring balance, accurately measures 
the velocity of the wind, and he thinks, 
too, that he has demonstrated by this 
means that the wind velocity over a 
wide region is practically the same at 
a not very great height above the 
ground, where the effect of the irregu- 
larities of the earth’s surface upon the 
atmospheric movements are annulled. 


BIG SCHEME FROM KANSAS. 


Gov. Leedy Makes the Desert Blos- 
som as the Rose. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


TOPEKA (Kan.,) Dec. 20.—Gov. 
Leedy announces that he will present 
a scheme to the Nebraska Irrigation 
Convention which, if carried out, will 
cause the arid plains to blossom as the 
rose. 

A 1700-mile canal from Montana to 
Texas is the startling proposition to 
be formally made by Gov. Leedy to 
the coming irrigation congress. The 
purpose of the canal would be to di- 
vert the flood of waters of the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi valleys, impound 
them and let them down when wanted. 
The canal would tap the Mississippi 
River at Milk River, in Montana, and 
empty into Red River in Texas. 

The Governor mentions incidentally 
that the ®ost would be only $360,000,000. 


FIGHTING UNCLE SAM. 


‘Texas Does not Want to Give Up a 


Piece of Galveston Island. 
[ASSOCIATED PRES* DAY REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—A special to the 
Chronicle from Fort Worth, Tex., says 
the State of Texas and the United 
States government are in conflict over 
a plece of ground on the east end of 
Galveston Island, on which is located 
the Siate quarantine station, and which 
has been taken possession of by | the 
Federal authorities, who intend erect- 
ing a torpedo station’ thereon. The 
United States claim it under the terms 
of the Texas annexation treaty, which 
required the ceding to the government 
by the Republic of Texas of all lands 
used for the purposes of military de- 
fenses or upon which fortifications were 
standing. The State will dispute the 
claim, on the ground that there were 
no available fortifications in existence 
on the ground in controversy at the 
time the treaty was made. 


Refused to Teach Others, 


PAWTUCKET (R.I1.,) Dec. 20.—The 
Royal Weaving Company’s mill was 
forced to shut down today by the 
striking of 250 weavers, whose wages 
were recently reduced. The strike wes 
precipitated by the discharge of several 
weavers, who refused to teach other 
weavers. i

FIRE RAGING 


Kansas City Visited by 
a Big Blaze, 


Theater and Hotel Building 
Entirely Destroved. 


Panic in the Hotel Followed the 
Alarm of Fire. 


The Loss Amounts to Nearly Half a 
Million Dollars—High Insarance 
Rates Prevented Any Large 
Amount of Insurance, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. '21.—Fire 
broke out at 1:15 o’clock this morning 
in the big Auditorium building at 
Ninth and Holmes, which contains the 
biggest theater in Kansas City and one 
of the biggest hotels. The fire origi- 
nated in the servants’ quarters on the 
sixth floor. Though the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed among the guests 
of the hotel, no one was hurt in the 
panic that followed the alarm of fire. 

At 1:40 o’clock the fire was believed 
to be under control, but at 1:55 o’clock 
the flames burst out again and made 
headway against the efforts of the fire- 
men. 

At 3 o’cloek it is annarent that the 
building will be destreved. A portion 
of the roof and the dome have fallen. 
in, and the outside wall threatens to 
fall at any moment. All snectators 
have been driven back from the street. 

Though there is great excitement 
among the guests of the hotel, many of 
whom have sough shelter in near-by 
buildings, it is quite certain that the 
fire has been attended by no loss of 
life or serious accident. Most of the 
guests succeeded in saving their per- 
sonal effects. The Woodward Stock 
Company, which has been playing at 
the theater, saved all their effects. 

Paxton & Burgess are the lessees ot 
the theater. - 

At 3:30 a.m. it is certain that the 
destruction of 'the building will be com- 
plete. 

Alexander Frazer, owner of the prop- 
erty, states that the building and the 
hotel and theater furnishings represent 
an investment of $350,000. He nur- 
chased the property only a few moniths 
ago. His insurance, he says, is about 
$70,000. Owing to the high rates de- 
manded he had refused to reinsure sev- 
eral policies that recently expitfed. 


Suicide With a Dustpan. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—John Hogan, a 
patient at the Cook County Insane 
Asylum at Dunning, and a brother of 


the widely-known sporting man, Mala- 


chai Hogan, committed suicide last 
night in a peculiar manner. He eluded 
the vigilance of the guards, and, going 
to the bathroom, picked up a dustpan 
and drew the ragged edge of it across 
his throat, severing the windpipe and 
veins of his throat. 


BOSTON'S ELECTION. 


It Takes Place Today After a Very 
Ritter Campaign. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
BOSTON, Dec. 20.—The municipal 
campaign closed tonight with rallies by 
the supporters of all three of the lead- 
ing candidates, and tomorrow the hun- 
dred thousand or more electors will 
choose a Mayor, seven Aldermen, eight 
members of the School Committee, a 
Street Commissioner for three years, 
and three Councilmen from each ward. 
The candidates of the two leading 
political parties are the same as two 
years ago, Mayor Quincy heading the 
Democratic ticket, while ex-Mayor Ed- 
win U. Curtis is the candidate for the 
Republicans for the third time. The 
disturbing factor in the campaign has 
been the candidacy of Thorflas Riley, 
who is running on the Bryan Dem- 
ocratic ticket, and his campaign, which 
haa -been strongly antagonistic to 
Mayor Quincy, has been conducted 
with great vigor by several young poli- 
ticians. The campaign has heen 
marked by its intensity of feeling, es- 
pecially on the part of the Riley sup- 
porters, whose onslaughts on Mayor 
Quincy have been exceedingly bitter. 
As the election of Mr. Riley is con- 
sidered out of the question, the contest 
apparently depends on how many votes 
he can draw from the regular Demo- 
cratic candidate. Although the city 
gave a Republican majority at the 
State election last month, the registra- 
tion has been heavily Democratic, and 
it is normally of that tendency.

McKINLEY DISAPPROVES OF DR. 


JOHNSTON'S SERMONS. 


Preacher at Metropolitan Charch 
Too Sensational fer the Chief 
Executive’s Tastes — Sunday 
Newspapers Arraigned Yester- 
day. 


[LY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] President McKinley is se- 
‘riously considering the advisability of 
discontinuing his attendance at the 
Metropolitan Church, where Dr. Hugh 
Johnston, pastor, has twice delivered 
sensational sermons. The pastor’s ar- 
raignment yesterday of Sunday news- 
papers, following his tirade against 
Jesuitism and jingoism, anfloyed the’ 
President so much that he could not 
conceal it. 

“There is no foal like a sensational 
preacher,” is quoted as having been 
said by the President after the service. 
President McKinley has today repeat- 
edly expressed his disapproval of Dr. 
Johnston’s sensational sermons. The 
President has not yet decided whether 
he will continue his attendance at the 
Metropolitan Church, but he has the 
change under consideration, and may 
not hereafter occupy the pew set apart 
for him unless assurances are given 
that Dr. Johnston will modify his pul- 
pit discourses.

CHICAGO, : Dec. 20.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Secretary of War Alger has 
authorized the honorable withdrawal 
from’ the United States army of Pri- 
vate Charles H. Waddell, who is now 
*stationed at Fort Sheridan. Waddell 
was the chief witness in testifying be- 
fore the recent court-martial as to 
Capt. Lovering’s brutality. The pri- 
vate’s experience since that time hag 
convinced -him that life will be fap 
more congenial away from the authore 
ity of those who feel incensed at Lov- 
ering’s fate. 

Waddell is the second man to find 
that the atmosphere of Fort Sheridan 
is unhealthy for any one who contrib- 
uted to Lovering’s reprimand. Corp. 
Clarence New was the first. Less than 
two months ago, and just previous to 
the convening of the court-martial, 
Corp. New was reduced to a private, 
apparently without cause. Private 
Waddell belongs to Co. H, Fourth In- 
fantry. He applied for an honorable 
discharge, which has been granted, ace 
cording to an order received from Sece 
retary Alger. Waddell expects to ree 
ceive a communication from his cap- 
tain tomorrow which will allow him 
to leave the barracks in freedom. | 

Upon the ground that he has always 
beon well used by his captain, Wad- 
dell will say nothing as to just what 
are his real complaints against the 
army officers in authority over him. 
But life at the fort does not suit his 
taste—even a small clerkship, he ad- 
mits now, proving alluring compared 
with a soldier's life at Fort Sheridan, 
particularly if he is the only private 
who testified in the now-famous Hame- 
mond-Lovering case. 


WELL-KNOWN BANKER DEAD. 


Was at One Time Engaged in Bust-e 
ness in Sacramento.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Stephen Bucke 
ingham Sturges, one of the founders 
of the Northwestern National Bank of 
Chicago, is dead, at his home in Brook- 
lyn of apoplexy, aged 70 years. 

He was born in Mansfield, O., and 
was graduated at Kenyon College, in 
Cambridge, in the same State. He was 
ason of Ebon Perry Sturges, a promi- 
nent merchant and banker and one of 
the pioneer settlers of Mansfield, O. | 

Mr. Sturges was a banker in Sacra- 
| mento, Cal., during the gold fever. He. 
afterward went to Cleveland, and was 
in control of the Forest City Bank of 


that city when the war broke out. He 
was made lieutenant-colonel of the 
Cleveland Light Artillery. and went 


with that battery to the front at the 
opening of ho@tilities. Soon afterward | 
he was forced to retire from active 
service on account of ill health, but 
gave valuable assistance on various 
sanitary commissions and on commit- 
tees in support of the gevernment. 
When the national banks were started 
he founded the Northwestern National 
Bank of Chicago. In 1877 he retired 
from active business, engaging only as 
director of several enterprises.

MINERS’ OUTFITS, 


Regulations Relating to Bonding | 


Through Canadian Territory. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—A response 
has been received to the recent letter 
from Secretary Gage to the Canadian 
Commissioner of Customs, requesting 
information as to the bonding of 
miners’ cutfits through Canadian ter- 
ritory en route from Juneau, Alaska, 
by way of the Chileoot Pass and the 
Yukon River to Crrcle City, Alaska. 
The commissioner says that the fol- 
lowing regulations have been prepared 
to meet the case: ¢ 

Imported goods, aS above described, 
gehall be reported to the Canadian Cus- 
tomhouse, Lake Tagish, and may be 
entered for exportation there in the 
usual form, “in transit” in duplicate. 
The goods may then be delivered with- 
out duty to be carried to their destina- 
tion out of Canada by any transporta- 
tion company which has duly executed 
2a bond in the form prescribed by the 
Minister of Customs for the due and 
faithful delivery of all packages car- 
ried by such company, and for’'the gen- 
eral compliance with the customs laws 
and regulations governing such traftic. 

A duplicate of the entry in transit, 
duly signed and marked with the 
proper customs stamp, shall accompany 
each shipment of goods conveyed by a 
bonded carrier, so that the same mav 
be returned 10 the Customhouse at 
Fort Cudahy, with a certificate thereon 
as to the landing of the goods in the 
United States, or of their having 
passed outward from Canada within 
six months from date of entry. 

If the goods when entered in transit 
for exportation are not delivered to 
be forwarded by a bonded carrier, as 
provided in the last preceding section, 
the duty thereon is to bea deposited 
with the customs officer at Lake Tagish 
subject ‘to a refund of same at the 
port of Fort Cudahy when the goods 
pass outward thereat, or upon thea cer- 
tificate of an officer of the United 
States or of the Canadian customs that 
said goods have been landed in the 
United States within six months from 
the date of the in-transitu entry. 

The @uty deposited in such case is to 
be indorsed on the entry and certified 
by the customs officer in charge, and 
the duplicate of the entry, duly certi- 
fied and marked with the customs 
stamp, is to he delivered to the person 
making the deposit of duty. 

A report of each entry in transitu 
shall be forwarded by mail without de- 
lay by the customs officer at the send- 


‘| ing port to the Collector of Customs at 


Fort Cudahy. forthe collection of du- 
ties on the foods entered in transith, 
and not duly exported. The articles 
usually classed as travelers’ baggage 
are to be’ passed free without entry. 

Commissioner McDougall, in a letter 
accompanving these regulations, says 
that they are framed with the desire to 
afford the utmostg/facilities for the 
traffic in aveation empatible with se- 
curity to the revenue. He _ further 
Says: ‘Responsible transportation 
competes Will be soon in operation for 
the cfmvevance of goods over the Chil- 
coot and other passes down the Yukon 
River and its tributaries, in which 
case United States goods may go for- 
ward in bond to Alaska Without pay- 
ment of duties.” 


LONG LEGAL FIGHT ENDED, 


Nevnda Bank Has to Give Up Seve 
eral Thousands, 
fASSOCTATED PRESS DAY REPORT. J 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 20.—Superior 
Judge Seawell today cecided that the 
Crocker-Woolworth Bank of this city 
is entitled to recover the $22,000 which 
it paid to the Nevada Bank two years 
ago upon the draf}, so skillfully raised 
and negotiated by a gang of eastern 
thieves, which sent Carl Brecker and 
James Creegan to the State prison for 

life. 

About December 8, 1895, one Mr, 
Dean, better known as Frank Sievers, 
obtained from the Bank of Woodland 
in Yolo county, a draft for $12 upon 


the Crocker-Woolworth Bank, its agent 4 


in this city. The check was regularly 
drawn and signed by CC. . Thomas, 
the cashier of the Bank o1 Woodland. 

Dean came to San Francisco and 
turned the check over to his confed- 
erates, Brarker and Creegan, and after 


na few days’ labor, it was raised by 
the “Prince of Forgers” to $22,000. . 
So skillfully was ‘the work done 


that when Dean openeee a deposit ac- 
count with the Nevada Bank and put 
in his check, he was duly credited 
on the books with $22,000. This was 
on December 13. On tie lith, the 
Nevada Bank sent the check to the 
Crocker-Woolworth Bank through the 
clearing-house, and the latter bank 
honored the check and paid the 
monev. On the 18th Dean drew from 
the Nevada Bank $20,000 and ab- 
sconded. His subsequent arrest and 
the arrests of Brecker, Creegan and 
McCloskey are matters of hisicry. 

The Bank of Woodland had a credit 
balance with the Crocker-Woolworth 
Bank over and above the $22,000 paid. 
It was accustomed to settle by two 
semi-monthly statements, one on the 
Ist and the other on the 15th of the 
month. In this case, however, the 
Ist of January being a holiday, the 
Crocker-Woolworth Bene did not for- 
ward its statement to Woodland un- 
til the 2d. Then, on the ¢th, it re- 
ceived advice of the forgery. An im- 
mediate demand was made upon the 
Nevada Bank hy the Crocker-Wool- 
worth Bank for a return of the $22,- 
000. less $12, for which amount the 
draft was good. The Nevada Bank, 
however, denied liability, though it of- 


fered, and still offers, to return the 
$2000 which is still held tn hand, the 
undrawn balance of the $22,000. The 


Crocker-Woolworth Bank filed suit, 
and a bitter legal contest ensued. The 
case was heard bhefore Judge Sea- 
well, taken under advisement, briefs 
filed, and today His Honor filed his 
opinion, awarding the plaintiff bank 
the full amount claimed. 


THE REINDEER HERD, 


Alger Hourrying Up the Commis- 
sioner in Norway. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Secretary 
Alger today cabled to William Akell- 
mann, the government reindecr-herder, 
who is now at Alten, Norway, to form 
the War Department herd, cating upon 
him to report how soon he can have 
the herd ready ito aid in getting sup- 
plies to the miners in ‘the Klondike re- 
gion. It is expected that they will have 
to be transferred at New York to the 
railroad, and_in that *manner_ carried 
across the continent and again by sea 
from the Pacific coast to Dyea or 
Skaguay or some other point that may 
be selected as the base of operations 

by the expedition. 

Secretary Alger has determined, after 
a discussion with persons who have 
had much experience in Arciie regions, 
to make large use of condensed food 
preparations. Not only will the meats 
taken be in the mest concentrated 
form, but particular efforts are making 
to secure condensed preparations of 
vegetables, such as potatoes and 
onions. Secretary Alger has begun an 
inquiry to ascertain the amount of such 
stores available fer purchase by the 
*rovernment, and the prices demanded 
for them. The State Department has 
already asked the British government 
to request of the Canadian government 
permission to pass their stores through 
Canadian territory free of duty. It is 
anticipated that no obiection will be 
made to granting the requests” that 
will be made for our soldiers to pass 
over Canadian territory as guards for 
the relief expedition, although an order 
of the Privy Council will be required 
for the suspension of duties. 


JOHN FILKINS’S RIDE, 


We Went as Far as Fresno and 
Then He Disapperred, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

FRESNO, Dec. 20.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Sheriff's. deputies and 
county constables have been scouring 
the vicinity of town today in search of 
John Filkins, a convict under five 
years’ sentence for burglary. Filkins 
was being taken from Los Angeles to 
San Quentin on the train which reached 
Fresno at midnight Sunday, and was 
in charge of Deputy Sheriff Barnhill 
of Los Angeles county. The train had 
reached a point near the oil tanks, close 
to the northern city limits, when Fil- 
kins made a break for liberty.

As soon as the 
fact was discovered, the deputy got 
off the trdin at Collis and hurried back 
to this city. The county officers have 
made ‘a rigorous search. of all the 
tramps’ roosts and lodging-houses in 
town, but so far without success. It is 
thought Filkins must have a confeder- 
ate here, as the removal of the Oregon 
hoot would be a difficult matter.

20.—Within 
a day or two there will be shipped 
from Pleasanton, Alameda county, 
eighteen carloads or 1806 bales of 
hops. This is the last shipment of this 
season's crop from the hopyards of that 
place, Which the largest in the world.

CHOPPING UP CHINA. 


ENGLISH ARE CLAMORING 
A PIECE OF IT. 


Indications That Great Britain is 
Working in Harmony With 
Japan. 


FRANCE WILL TAKE A SLICE, 


CHINA MAY NOT HAVE A SEAPORT 
LEFT FOR ITS OWN. 


But Celestial Diplomats are Very 
Optimistic and Look Upon These 
Occupations as Mere Tem- 
porary Affairs. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—An unconfirmed 
report is current here that part of the 
British far eastern squadron will be 
stationed at Wei-Hai-Wei this winter. 
If true, this indicates that Great 
Britain is working in harmony with 
Japan. The latter power still occupies 
Wei-Hai-Wei, pending payment of the 
Chinese war indemnity. The evening 
newspapers are much disturbed over 
the situation. 

“What do we get?” is the burden of 
their complaint, and they all insist 
upon the necessity of immediate action. 
The Globe says: ‘‘Russia and Germany 
now have the two most important 
strategical positions in Northern China, 
and Great Britain, whose commercial 
interests there are ten times greater, 
must be content with the crumbs from 
the St. Petersburg and Berlin tables.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette echoes the 
Standard’s inquiry as to America’s at- 
titude, and adds: “Of course the parti- 
tion of the coast, which is bound to 
come, will not be confined to Russia 
and Germany. Every State in the world 


jis actively concerned in the disturb- 


ance of the equilibrium of the Far East, 
Great Britain, France and Germany es- 
pecially. But the United States can- 
not be taken as a quantity to be ig- 
nored. The tame acquiescence with

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Minister Wu Ting Fang, the diplomatic 
representative of China in this coun- 
try, expressed the belief that thay re- 
ported occupation of Port Arthur by a 
Russian squadron would prove to be 
but a temporary convenience to the 
Czar’s fleet, granted by the Peking 
government. He said the Russian 
squadron in Asiatic waters was granted 
permission last year to winter at Kiao-

For the convenience of the Russian 
officers. the Chinese government sent 
interpreters to Kiaochau and made ev- 
ery effcrt to make them comfortable. 
In view of the German occupancy of 
Kiaochau, it was impossible to permit 
Russian ships to. return to that port, 
and the Mininster therefore believes 
that the Russian admiral asked and 
received permission to winter his ships 
at Port Arthur. It is impossible for

BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Cologne Gazette tele- 
graphs that paper that he learns on 
reliable authority that the Russian oc- 
cupation of Port Arthur was connected 
with the visit there of the British war- 
ship Daphne, a week ago, when, in 
spite of the protests of the Chinese, 
the Daphne entered the inner harbor, 
ostensibly to ascertain whether there 
were Russian ships there. China com- 
plained of the incident to the repre- 
sentatives of the powers at Peking. 

The British far eastern squadron is 
said to be at Talicmoan and, according 
to the correspondent quoted, is shortly 
expected at Port Arthur. 

The Cologne Gazette regards the oc- 
cupation as merely a continuance of the 
cobperation of Germany with Russia 
in Eastern Asia.

NIPS THE FRUIT IN VARIOUS SEC- 
TIONS OF THE STATE. 


The Coldest Werther for Several 
Years—Timely Warning by the 


Weather Bureau Prevented Much. 


Heavier Damnange—Ice Formed in 
Many Places. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Dec: 20.—Last night was 
the coldest of the scason here, the 
theremometers in some localities reg- 
istering .the lowest since the winter 
of 1893-94. The thermometers about 
San José were from ZY deg. down to 
24 deg., some reports,.even lower. 
Probably the more instru- 
ments give no lower than 26 deg. 
There was a severe frost and sharp 
freeze over the entire valley. No se- 
rious harm was done, as there was 
no crop ottt to be injured. A _ few 
late grapes, usually destroyed long be- 
fore this by rain, may be injured, and 
even frozen in the valley. In_ the 
foothills they were not hurt, but 


these grapes were merely scattering 


bunches, left in picking. Ice formed 


in places one-quarter of an inch thick.. 


MUCH DAMAGE ABOUT FRESNO. 

FRESNO, Dec. 20.—she frost here 
last night was the mest severe, but 
one, that has been experienced in 
Fresno in the month of December for 
In December, 1895, 
the mercury stood 26 ces. above, and 
it fell to that figure last night. Up 
to this time no damage had been done 
by frost to citrus fruits, but last even- 
ing the ripe fruit was damaged, if 
not ruined. In anticipation of the 
cold snap. many orchardists plucked 
their ripe fruit yesterday. 

FROST IN SAN DIEGO. 

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 20.—The weather 
in San Diego thas becn unusually cold 
the past two days, but was warmer 
last night than Saturday night. The 
mercury went down to 38 deg. Satur- 
day night, and there was a little 
frost, but no damage is reported fronf 
anywhere in the county. Forty-three 
deg. was the lowest reported last 
night, and clouds prevented frost in 
the valleys. The mountains are white 
with snow, which is six inches deep 
on Cuyamaca Peak, where the tem- 
perature went down to 2 deg. above 
zero Saturday night, but registered 15 
above last night. 

WILL KILL PARASITES. 


STOCKTON, Dec. 20.—The heavy 
frost of the last several nights is re- 
ported to have done _ no particular 
damage in this vicinfty. As far as 
grain is concerned, it will delay seed- 
ing, but otherwise will do no injury. 
The fruit men say it is really a benefit 
to them, inasmuch as it kills para- 
sitical life, and also delays the blos- 
soming of the trees, so that when 
they do bear, the heavy frost of the 
season will be practically over.. 
SACRAMENTO ESCAPES DAMAGE. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 20.—The lowest 
temperature recorded here was at 5 
o'clock this morning, when the ther- 
mometer showed 30 deg. No reports of 
damages to oranges or vegetables have 
been received and it is not.believed any 
injury was done. Frost may retard 
grain to some slight extent. 


ALL HUMBUG. 


Germany Has no Designs 
Hawatian Isinnds. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The as- 
sertion that the German fleet under 
Prince Henry will go to Samoa and 
Hawaii, thus creating a menacing sit- 
uation, is ridiculed in all official quar- 
ters here. When the reports were 
called to the attention of the German 
representatives, they laughed heartily 
at the idea of a German diversion 
against Samoa or Hawaii. Nothing of 
this kind has ever been considered. 
The German fieet will go to China, via 
the Suez Canal, and its qaestination is 
Kiaochau Bay. Germany, the United 
States and Great Britain are parties 
to a tripartite for the government of 
Samoa, and, although the plan has not 
proved satisfactory, there has been no 
recent friction, and at no time a con- 
dition which would call for a naval 
demonstration.

A large- 
ly-attended mass meeting of Conserva- 
tives, with, delegates from various 
parts of the island, was held this even- 
ing, convened by a circular issued by 
the Maiquis de Apezteguia, leader of 
the Spanish Conservative party. The 
circular said the Conservatives expect 
and demand only justice from the gov- 
ernment. 

Yesterday, at Regla, a suburb of Ha- 
vana, there was a_ gcnsational bull- 
fight, in which the girl 
from Spain entered the bull ring and 
killed the bulls like regular profession- 
als. They were greatly applauded. 


A FURTHER REWARD, 


Beside Money Zertucha Now Has the 
Mayorality of Hejucal, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


HAVANA, Dec. 20.—[By Central 
American Cable.] Dr. Zertucha, who 
was the physician of the late Gen. 
Maceo, has been appointed Mayor of 
Bejucal, this province. Zertucha has 
belonged in his day to all of the po- 
litical parties in Cuba. At one time 
he was a bandit in the Vuelta Abajo 
district and his record was very dis- 
creditable. It was quite inexplicable 
to the friends of Maceo that he kept 
the physician on his staff for so longa 
period, notwithstanding the warnings 
given him. Maceo used to say that 
Zertucha’s fault was his drinking 
habit. 

At the time the famous Cuban com- 
mander was killed, Zertucha was 
charged with leading him and _ his 
party into the fatal ambush, but he 
issued a long statement, in which he 


tried to show that Maceo met his death. 


in battle in the usual way. Zertucha 
also bitterly assailed the honor of the 
Cuban leaders. 

After the killing of Maceo the ~ dis- 
honored physician was allowed to go 
free by the Spaniards, and it was said, 
and generally believed, that his pock- 
ets were well lined with Spanish gold. 

WEYLER’S MISSION IN LIFE. 

MADRID, Dec. 20.—The Nacional 
prints today a double-leaded article to 
the effect that the principal mission in 
life of Gen. Weyler at the present mo-

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—A letter writ- 
ten by one of the foremost diplomat- 
ists in Spain, and one, moreover, in 
the entire confidence of the govern- 
ment, and consequently in a position 
to speak cfficially, destroys some of the 
arguments that have been used time 
after time during the past few days by 
those in opposition to the Liberal min- 
istry, says the Madrid correspondent of 

the Herald. 

Speaking for this ministry, the 
writer points out in refutation that Mr. 
McKinley’s message cannot be con- 
strued as attacking the honor of the 
Spanish army, as Gen. Weyler and his 
friends would like to make the public 
believe. In the second place, Gen. 
Weyler was not recalled under pres- 
sure from the United States, as by the 
express wish of the Queen Regent his 
recall had been decided upon during 
the late Premier Canovas’s lifetime. 
In the third place, the nation as a 
whole appears to be more strongly in 
favor of the government than has been 
the case in Spain for a long time. 
Every one is eager to have done with 
the Cuban question. Att this very mo- 
ment the city is decorated ahd illu- 
minated as a sign of rejoicing over the 
establishment cf peace in the Philip- 
pines, while on every hand you hear 
wishes that the next bit of good news 
may be of a lasting peace in Cuba.

‘United States Vessels on the Watch 


in Fiorida Waters, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PENSACOLA (Fla.,) Dec. 18.—[Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.]

Norman Selby, the In- 
diana pugilist, it is said, after wit- 
nessing a performance of “‘The Stow- 
away,’ announced that thereafter he 
would call himself “Kid MeCoy,” and 
he has ever since appeared in the ring 
under that name. 


VICTIMIZED VINCENT. 


Luetgert’s Lawyer Was Paid for 
His Work in Forged Notes.

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Arnold C. Luet- 

gert admits that he forged a name to 
notcs amounting to $4500, turned them 
over to William A. Vincent, and vic- 
timized others to the extent of over

charged with murdering his wife, and 
Attorney Vincent was the chief coun- 
sel for the sausage-maker during his 
first trial. 

The lawyer withdrew from the case 
when he realized that he had been 
deceived, and when the story that he 
had been an casy victim to young Luet- 
gert was first suggested, endeavored 
to suppress the details. He finally ad- 
mitted that the young man had told 
him of having forged indorsements on 
three notes and deposited them with 
him to secure his fee in the murder 
case, and Luetgert himself, in the 
presence of witnesses, corroborated the 
story. 

Arnold Luetgert laughed when it was 
suggested that trouble might come of 
his free use of signatures not his own, 
and said that he considered it a good 
joke on Atttorney Vincent. 


MONEY-ORDER BUSINESS.

FEDERATION OF LABOR PUTS IT 
UNDER THE BAN, 

All Trades Unionists are Requested 
to Leave the National Guard at 
Once—Might Have to Shoot Fel. 
lovw-unionists. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—The Times-Her- 
ald says that trade unionists are re- 
quested by the Chicago Federation of 
Labor to leave the National Guard at 
once. This was the decision reached 
by the delegates at their weekly meet- 
ing. 

It was said without contradiction that 
a union man could not consistently 
strve in the militia and incur the risk 
of being called out to shoot down fel- 
low-trades-unionists who were on a 
strike for the betterment of their 
economic condition. So every trades 
unionist who is now a’member of the 
Illinois National Guard will be re- 
guested to secure a discharge from 
military service at once. 

WORK FOR TWENTY THOUSAND. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BRIDGETON (N. J.,) Dec. 20.—Fires 
were put under the furnaces today in 
the Cohansey, Cumberland, Moore- 
Jones window-glass factories, near 
here, and it is expected that the works 
will start up in a week or two, prob- 
ably on January 2. It is expected that 
20,000 persons, now idle, will be given 
employment. 

MORE FACTORIES TO RESUME. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 20.—An Alexan- 
dria (Ind.) special says that all of the 
window-glass factories there will re- 
sume work January 1, giving employ- 
ment to 1200 men. 
WAGES CUT TEN PER CENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SUNCOCK (N. H.,) Dec. 20.—No- 
tices have been posted at the cotton 
mills, makers of print cloths, announ- 
cing a reduction of wages of about 10 
ner cent. January 1. The cut will af- 
fect superintendents and overseers and 
all employés, including nearly fifteen 
hundred operatives. The monthly pay 
roll amounts to about $27,000. It is 
probable that the cut will be accepted. 


NEARING ITS END. 


Labor Congress Benounces the Gage 
Financial Bill. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Dec. 20.—When 
the American }ederaiion of Labor met 
today a resolution relative to legisla- 
tion on the postal-savings-bank system 
was presented by the Committee on 
Resolutions. The resolution, which in- 
dorses the bill pending before Congress, 
favoring the establishment of postal 
savings banks with the clause relative 
to the national banks stricken out, was 
adopted. 

A resolution expressing approval of 
the national movement of the purifica- 
tion of the primary elections was 
adopted. Resolutions were also 
adopted that an effort be made to or- 
ganize firemen; that special instruc- 
tions for the organization of journey- 
men bakers and their local unions be 
issued; that efforts be made to organ- 
ize the brick masons, who are as yet 
unorganized. Several resolutions re- 
lating to boycotts were acted upon. 

CRITICISM OF GOMPERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

At the afternoon session the St. Louis 
convention and President Gomper’s 
action continued to be discussed. 
James O’Connell said that he attended 
the convention, though he had not, in 
fact, signed the call. He also claimed 
that men who had been most active 
in attempting to disrupt the movement 
during the miners’ strike were being 
paid out of funds contributed by the 
American Federation of Labor. In an- 
swer to a question, he said that none 
of the men he referred to had re- 
mained on the scene after injunctions 
were issued, but the organizers had 
remained. 

Ernst Kreft said if anything threat- 
ened the federation at the St. Louis 
meeting it was the president’s duty to 
have gone there and protected the fed- 
eration. 

J. C. Burnell then offered a resolution 
approving the reasons given by Presi- 
dent Gompers for not attending the 
St. Louis convention which was 
adopted. 

A strong discussion over the com- 
mittee resolution indorsing independ- 
ent political action and _ declaring 
against injunctions was participated in 
by McGuire, the author of the resolu- 
tion, Kreft, Yarnell and Brennock, and 
after defeating an amendment offered 
by Kreft the resolution was adopted. 

The resolution in reference to the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 was taken up, and a substitute on 
the Gage bill was adopted as follows: 

‘Resolved, that we declare ourselves 
most positively opposed to the Gage 
financial bill, recently introduced in 
Congress by thé Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. It is a measure that, if adonted 
as a law, will all the more firmly rivet 
the gold standard on the people of the 
country and perpetuate its disastrous 
effects in every form. 

‘Resolved, that we pronounce the 
Gage bill an undisguised effort to retire 
our greenback currency and all gov- 
ernment paper money with a view to 
the substitution of national bank notes 
in their stead, and thus fasten the na- 
tional bank system for years upon the 
American people.” 

A resolution calling for the removal

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 20.—The first meet- 
ing of the National Building’ Trades 
Council was held in this city today, and 


‘Was marked by a scathing denuncia- 


tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor for having passed a resolutlion at 
Nashville, opposing the formation of 
the national council. The Federation 
of Labor opposed the new organization, 
as tending to create a further division 
in the ranks of labor. The call for the 
convention was issued by the Building 
Trades Council of St. Louis. Fifty- 
four accredited delegates responded. 

The session was executive, reporters 
being refused admittance. It is said, 
however, that the attitude of the Fed- 
eration of Labor came in for a great 
deal of discussion and denunciation. 
A resolution was adopetd deploring the 
action of the federation’as indicating a 
willingness ‘‘to injure a kindred organ- 
ization at the time it most needs 
friends.”” An organization will be per- 
fected tomorrow. 

At today’s cession resolutions were 
adopted denouncing the bill before Con- 
gress to prevent the pooling of rail- 
roads, and favoring the proposed pos- 
tal-savings bank system. 


FREIGHT RAN AWAY. 
Crashed 


into Another Train and 
Many Were Hart. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ALTOONA (Pa.,) Dec. 20.—A freight 

train of twenty-one loaded cars, travel- 
ing down the mountain to this city to- 
day, became unmanageable in const- 
quence of the slippery condition of 
the tracks, made the twelve miles from 
Gallitz into Altoona in as many min- 
utes, and crashed into a freight train in 
the yards here, directly in front of the 
passenger station. About fifty cars 
were completely broken up and the 
Hollidayburg passenger train, which 
was standing on the.track outsi e the 
shed, was over its 
side. 
. The engineer and fireman of the run- 
away train were helped from the cab 
of the wrecked locomotive and both 
were able to walk away. Three other 
trainmen were taken to the hospital. 
One of them is said to be fatally in- 
jured. A brakeman named Corbin is 
still unaccounted for, and is thought 
to be under the wreckage. 

S. Kuster of Hagerstown, Ind., who 
was accompanying a carload of poultry, 
was fatally injured. Brakemen Cor- 
bin and Turner are still missing. 


THE UNION PACIFIC. 


Cc, 8. Mellen Believed to Be the Man 
to Preside Over It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 20.—The Dispatch to-- 


day says: 

“The denial of the published re- 
port by D. L. Lamont that C. S. Mel- 
len will become the new president of 
the Union Pacific is not credited by 
railroad men in this city. It is in- 
sisted that Mr. Mellen has been offered 
the presidency; that a salary consider- 
ably in excess of that received by him 
now has been offered as an inducement 
to undertake the task of placing the 
Union Pacific on a basis similar to the 
organization of the Northern Pacific. 

“It will require several years of hard 
work to place the Union Pacific on the 
basis desired by those who recently 
came into control. Mr. Mellen’s pre- 
vious service with the company, cou- 
pled with his ability, make him the 
most fitting man to take up the work. 

“General Manager Kendrick, Chief 
Counsel Bunn and General Traffic 
Manager Hannaford returned from 
New York today, but they declined to 
discuss the possibilities of a change in 
the presidency of the Northern Pacific.”

The au- 
thorities confiscated the Czech news- 
papers that reported the affrays. 


Seaman Carter Convicted. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Seaman Philip 
F. Carter, who, on June 30 last, with a 
bayonet, killed his shipmate and supe- 
rior officer, Thomas F. Kenney on 
board the battleship Indiana at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, was today, con- 
victed of murder in the first degree, 
the jury fixing the penalty at imprison- 
ment for life.

CIVIL-SERVICE INQUIRY. 


Commissioner 4 Penatous Evans 
Refore a Senate Committee. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Evans today ap- 
peared before the Senate Committee 
on Civil Service and Retrenchment, 
which is conducting an Investigation 
into the operation of the civil-service 
system. Mr. Evans was questioned at 
length by Senators Lodge and Prit- 
chard about the civil-service system, 
and its application to the Pension Of- 
fice force. He expressed the opinion 
that the law did not accd@@nplish the 
results its friends insisted that it did. 
The best men in his office were those 
who had come in under the so-called 
“spoils system.” They did their duty 
and expected to hold their positions by 

so doing. 

The commissioner believed that the 
head of a bureau was in the best quali- 
fied position to pass upon the efficiency 
of a clerk, and that he ought not to be 
hampered in removing a clerk for ine 
efficiency. If permitted to do so, he 
could’ remove at least one hundred 
clerks from his office without affecting 
the efficiency of the force. He thought 
it would be desirable to have a definite 
tenure of office, not exceeding ten 
years, so that every year about 10 per 
cent. of new blood could be infused 
into the force. This would do away 
with the abuses resulting from some 
clerks remaining in office too long. The 
commissioner thought some _ reform 
would have to be enacted or the coun- 
try would have the infliction of a civil 
pension list. He believed it was a mis- 
take to include in the classified service 
the special examiners, medical boards, 
chiefs of divisions and all others re- 
ceiving salaries exceeding $1400. 


“SOONERS” GETTING READY. 


Preparing to Occupy Indian Lands 
in Oklahoma, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Interior De- 
partment officials are watching the 
operations of land-boomers, who, it is 
alleged, are making arrangements to 
enter the lands of the Wichita, lowa, 
Apache and Comanche Indian reserva- 


‘tions in Oklahoma. 


A treaty for the opening of the lat- 
ter is now pending before Congress. 
Some of the literature of the persons 
who are working up the “boom” has 
been received at the department, in 
which commissions of membership are 
offered for sale at the rate of $5 cach. 
They have been scattered broadcast 
throughout the country. The agents 
are said to receive $2 for each member 
enrolled. The opinion is expressed at 
the department that the persons be- 
hind the scheme have no idea of being 
per'mited to occupy the lands, but that 
they will, after interesting a large 
number of persons in the matter, cease 
their operations. No particular ren- 
dezvous for the proposed “sooners’”’ is 
indicated in the pamphlets received at 
the department. The Indian agents 
have been warned of the proposed 
movement, and have been directed to 
call on the military to assist in pre- 
venting the forcible occupation of the 


lands. 


Commissioner Jones of the Indian o%- 
fice has recently returned from a visit 
to the Indian country, and is disposed 
to give little credit to the probability 
of an invasion of the lands, and says 
after an jnvestigation of the reports 
that there is nothing to be feared. 


WESTERN RATES. 


Freight Officials Wondering How 
They Can Restore Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—The freight offi- 
cilals of the western roads are becoming 
a trifle apprehensive regarding their 
agreement to restore and maintain 
rates after the first of the year. There 
will be no difficulty about the restora- 
tion part of the programme, but the 
maintenance of the rates is what is 
troubling them. They have learned 
that the same conditions that com- 
pelled them to pull down the rates be- 
tween Chicago and Colorado pcints to 
meet the competition via the gulf ports 
will be in effect after the date which 
they have set for the maintenance of 
the rates, and they are wondering how 
they will be able to get the traffic if 
they do not meet the rates, 

They have determined, however, to 
give the matter a trial, and if the rates, 
cannot be maintained after the open- 
ing of the year, a meeting of the as- 
sociation lines will be called and meas- 
ures taken for the adoption of a sched- 
ule of rates that will enable them to 
get and hold their traffic between-Chi- 
cago and Colorado points against any 
competition. 


FEWER IDLE MEN. 


Improvement Shown in the Labor 
Field of New York. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—According to 
the World, of 297,750 workers in this 
city, the records show that 92,075 are 
out of work. Last year at this time 

125,375 were idle. 

Ernest Boehm, secretary of the Central 
Labor Union, estimates that fully 100,- 
000 persons are in enforced idleness 
now. This estimate is probably very 
near the truth, for if to the 92,000 
shown to be idle by the World's figures 
be added the many clerks, book-keep- 
ers, accountants, etc., who are seeking 
work, the total would surely reach 100,- 
000 


Comparisons show that so far as the 
number of unemployed is concerned, the 
situation is a marked improvement 
over that of a year ago. More men 
by the thousands are at work. This is 
particularly true of men engaged in 
the building trades. The increase of 
employment has come for the most part 
to skilled labor. 


POPE’S HEALTH EXCELLENT. 


Bishop Emard Had a Talk With the 
Holy Father. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Bishop Emard 
of Valley Field, Province of Quebec, 
who arrived here on the La Normandie 
from Havre, today described his visit 
to Pope Leo. 

“The Pope is in excellent health,” 
he said. “I had an audience of an hour 
and ten minutes with him, and his vi- 
vacity was as great as ever. He asked 
questions incessantly. He seems to 
know every body everywhere, and follows 
the events of the world with avidity.” 

If the Pope discussed with Bishop 
Emard the Manitoba school question 
and other questions affecting the state 
and church in Canada, the bishop was 
careful not to reveal the fact. 


UNSETTLED CHILE. 


Impossible for the Government to 
Form a New Ministry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


VALPARAISO (Chile,) Dec. 20.—Pol- 


itics in Chile are sadly mixed. Since 
the resignation of the Cabinet, which 


was due to the coalition of the govern-’ 


ment Liberals, the Conservatives and 
Balmacedists, there have been several 
attempts to form a new one, but all 
attempts in this direction have gone 
for naught. The President has had 
several conferences with the leaders 
of the parties, but so- far as can be 
learned he has arrived at no decision as 
to whom he will select to form his min- 
istry. 

A big mass meeting of workingmen 
was held here to protest against the 
government's policy of refusing all of- 


fers to build more “railway cars and 
locomotives at home. The speaker de- 
manded that such work be done tn or- 
der to give employment to those who 
need it to support themselves and 
families. -A resolution, embodying the 
sense of the meeting, was forwarded to 
the government in Santiago. 


MEXICAN DOLLARS STOLEN 


Steamer City of Washington Loses 
Part of Her Cargo. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The reported 
robbery of some $3000 in Mexican money 
from the steamer City of Washington, 
during her last trip from Vera Cruz to 
this port, was confirmed today. The 
City of Washington belongs to the New 
York and Cuba Mail Steamship Com- 
pany. A. G. Smith, secretary of the 

company, said today: 

“The City of Washington reached her 
pier last Wednesday,’ and immediately 
began discharging her cargo. Among 
other things there was a consignment 
of 103 cases of Mexican coin for a firm 
in London. Each case’ represented 
about $3000 Mexican money, equal to 
about $1200 in our money, and weighed 
200 pounds. On counting it was found. 
there were only 102 cases.

Lientenant-Governor to Resign, 


MONTREAL, Dec. 20.—The Star an- 
nounced tonight authoritatively that 
Lieut.-Gov. Sir Adolphe Chapleau will 
resign shortly and make an extended 
tour of Europe. It is understood that 
this trip will be in behalf of the gov- 
ernment and in connection with the 
Paris exposition. The present politi- 
eal crisis is said to be due to the re-. 
tention of Sir Adolphe Chapleau in of- 
fice. 


North Texas Frozen Stiff. 


DALLAS (Tex..) Dec. 20.—North 
Texas suffered the worst snow and 
sleet storm Saturday and Sunday in 
many years. Dallas was completely 
isolated all of Sunday, and communi- 
cation with the outside world is today 
only partially restored. The railroad 
trains were badly delayed, all trains 


being from two to six hours late. 
Freight traffic was. at a complete 
standstill. 


Internal Revenue Collicctions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. — The 
monthly statement of the collections of 
internal revenue show that for the 
month of November last the receipts 
amounted to$13,959,296, an increase, as 
compared with November last year, of 
$1,257,927. For the last five months, 
however, there is shown to have been @ 
decrease of $5912. 


Union Labor Shot Her. | 


. TROY (N. Y.,) Dec. 20.—In a colli- 
sion today between strikers and the 
non-union men who succeeded them in 
the West Side foundry at “Colonie, a 
suburb of Watervliet, several shots 
were fired into the house of Joseph 
Rohler, fired by union men. Rohler’s 
wife was shot in the neck and probably 
fatally wounded. 


Life Sentence for a Young Boy. 


BARBOURVILLE (Ky.,) Dec. 20.— 
Isom Lawson, the eighteen-year-old 
boy who murdered his father in Brush 
Creek, this county, was given a life 
sentence this afternoon. Lawson killed 
his parent, a minister, by striking him 
on the head with a hoe, because the 
father had corrected him for some mis- 
demeanoy.

SYDNEY (N. 8S. W.,) Dec. 20.—The 
Oceanic Steamship Company’s ship 
Alameda, Capt. Van Ottendorf, sailed 
via Auckland for San Francisco.

SENATOR CHANDLER'S ALARM. 
William E. Chandler, United States 
Senator from New Hampshire, €X-e 
presses great alarm because of the cur- 
rency measure submitted to Congress 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, Sen- 
ator Chandler predicts all sorts of dis- 
astrous happenings in case Secretary 
Gage's bill comes before Congress for 
serious discussion. He thinks it will 
- pend the Republican party in twain, 
paralyze business, insure the election 
of a Democratic Congress in 1898, and 
place W. J. Bryan in the Presidential 
chair as President McKinley’s succes- 
sor. He also expresses the opinion 
that if this measure be pressed it will 
result in the enactment of laws provid- 
ing for the payment of the bonds and 
other obligations of the government in 
~~ silver, and in a large increase, instead 
of a decrease, in the yolume of green- 
backs outstanding. 
The ground upon which Senator 
- @handler bases all these dire predic- 
tions is not quite apparent. In truth, 
he puts forward very few reasons for 
the pessimistic faith that is in him, but 
confines his forebodings principally to 
dogmatic assertions. Looking at the 
matter in the light of common sense, 
the prospect seems far less gloomy 
than Mr. Chandler portrays. As a 
matter of fact, there is no danger that 
a discussion of the currency question 
in Congress will lead to any of the 
calamitous events foreshadowed by Mr. 
Chandler. ,The currency question is 
certainly one of great importance, and 
as such is a proper subject for discus- 
gion in the national legislature. If 
_. Secretary Gage’s plan meets with the 
| approval of a majority of the Senate 
_. and the House of Representatives, it 
* will pass; if not, it will be defeated. 
': "his is all there is to the matter. The 
discussion need not lead to a political 
cataclysm nor to a social convulsion. 
~ Senator Chandler’s fears that the dis- 
cussion of Secretary Gage’s bill will 
retard the cause of bimetallism are 
groundless. As the Secretary has 
clearly shown, the adoption of his plan 
would not prejudice the cause of bi- 
-.. metallism, nor antagonize such efforts 
as may be made to advance the status 
’~ of silver. The monetary standard is 
not identical with the question of bi- 
metallism. True bimetallism could not 
- co-exist with free and unlimited silver 
coinage, which would give us silver 
monometallism, with no gold in cir- 
culation. When the country decides to 
enter upon the latter policy, the time 
_. for discussion will be past, and the 
-. time to take to the woods will have 
arrived.

TRADE UNIONISTS AND THE NATIONAL 
GUARD. 

The Chicago “Federation of Labor” 
has formally requested all trade union- 
ists to sever their connection with the 
Illinois National Guard at once. The 
reason given for this action is that “a 
union man cannot consistently serve 
in the militia, and incur the risk of 
being called out to shoot down fellow- 
trade unionists who are on a strike 
for a betterment of their condition.” 
Therefore, every trade unionist who is 
now a member of the Illinois National 
Guard will be required to secure his 
discharge from military service at 
once, 

It is not probable that the names of 
any considerable number of trade 
unionists are to be found upon the 
muster rolls of the Illinois National 
Guard. But whether the number be 
large or small, the military organiza- 
tion will be strengthened rsther than 
weakened by their withdrawa:. Neither 
the State nor the National Guard of 
Illinois can afford to retain in its mem- 
bership any man, or number of men, 
owning allegiance to an organization 
which is or may be opposed to the 
prime object for .which the National 
Guard is maintained—the preservation 
of peace and the strengthening of the 
arm of civil authority in times of ex- 
citement and danger. ‘ 

There is absolutely no reason: why 
any law-abiding citizen should not 
serve in the National Guard of Illinois 
or of any other State. The National 
Guard is never called upon to perform 
any duty which cannot conscientiously 
be performed by any citizen who ap- 
preciates the true meaning of Ameri- 
can citizenship, and comprehends its 
obligations. No man engaged in the 
peaceful and praiseworthy pursuit of 
minding his own business has any- 
thing to fear from the militia organiza- 
tion of any State in the Union. The 
services of the militia are never 
called into requisition except in cases 
where the public peace is disturbed, 
and where the civil authorities are 
unable to cope with the violators of 
law. 

In cases if this kind, the duty of 
every true citizen is clear and: indis- 
putable. That duty is to aid in every 
possible way the constituted authori- 
ties in the enforcement of the law. 
Whatever may have been the merits of 
the original controversy, all questions 
merge themselves into one paramount 
question when the public peace is men- 
aced.- This paramount question is the 
preservation of order and the protec- 
tion of the rights of all citizens, un- 
der the law. 

When the issues are thus drawn, 
there can be but two sides to the 
controversy; on the one side are the 
friends and upholders of law and or- 
der; on the other side are the enemies 
of law, and therefore’of the public. 

The action of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor is in fact a confession that its 
members are not good citizens, but 


It is a con- 
fession that lawlessness is one of the 
aims and objects of their organization. 
It is an acknowledgment that trade 
unionists cannot consistently ally 
themselves with an organization sworn 
to uphold the law and to protect so- 
ciety against the aggressions of un- 
lawful violence, :

ALL MEN ARE LIARS, 


SO SAYS WALTER WEBB IN HIS 
HASTE TO CLEAR HIMSELF. 


He Declares That Every Witness 
Against Him Committed Foul 
Perjury. 


BARTLETT TO THE RESCUE. 


APPEARS FOR THE FIRST TIME 
AND PROPOSES TO VOTE, 


Webb’s Version of a Conversation 
Denounced as False by Attorney 
Gibbon—Webb Says He Never 
Owed Money to Axtell. 


Walier L. Webb, the alleged chief of 
the Board of Education banditti, took 
the stand in his own behalf last night 
at the resumption of his trial for ex- 
tortion. and, if his testimony as given 
is true, the old adage of “honor among 
thieves,”” has. been shattered beyond 
repair. Nor is that all.; If Mr. Webb’s 
testimony is true, not only are Adams 
and Axtell, who claim to have been 
his partners in the “hold up” business, 
worse than they have painted them- 
selves, and that is surely black enough, 
but every innocent party who has tes- 
tified in anyway against Webb under 
oath is a perjurer. 

-In other words, Webb, regardless of 
age, sex, color or position, branded 
the statements of every witness for 
the prosecution against him, without 
‘exception, as unqualifiedly false, and 
claimed that he, and he alone, remem- 
-bered the truth and told it. 

Webb .made too good a witness for 
himself.’ In other words, attorneys say 
he “talked too much,’ ’and it was ‘no- 
ticeable that’ the attorneys for the 
prosecution allowed Mr. Meserve, who 
conducted his examination, to ask, su- 
gest, lead or prompt his witness, as he 
saw fit, without objection on their part. 

Once in the examination, through 
questions asked directly by Mr. Me- 
serve, Mr. Gibbon of the prosecution 
gave Mr. Webb the lie direct, without, 
however, .using: that particular term. 
Mr. Webb did not resent the charge. 

The direct examiration was practi- 
cally finished, except that Mr. Meserve 
reserved the right to have his client 
contradict any witness for the prose- 
cution he had overlooked before the 
cross-examination of Mr. Webb was 
commenced. 

The trial was delayed a few minutes 
after the usual hour of opening by: a 
} wait for Directors Davis and MclIner- 
ney. When they finally arrived Judge 
Phillips arose and called attention to 
the fact that’ Mr. Bartlett, minus his 
bandages and crutches, but wearing a 
pair of smoked goggles and a red neck- 
tie, was present. , 

“IT would like to ask,” said Judge 
Phillips, ““whether Mr. Bartlett proposes 
to be present at the future sessions of 
the board and vote upon its findings?” 

Bartlett, who had never been ‘‘‘well 
enough” to attend a previous meeting 
during the trials, resented the insinua- 
tion that he had attended merely to 
hear Webb’s testimony, and promptly 
answered: “I do expect to be here, sir. 
I expect to vote with the board.”’ 

“Well, this is a most peculiar occur- 
rence,” replied Judge Phillips. ‘‘The 
idea of this juror getting in at the 
eleventh hour and only hearing the de- 
fense and then voting on the case is 
somewhat novel to me. If such is to

“I propose to have the _ testimony 
read to Mr. Bartlett,” interjected Me- 
serve. “Every word of it.’ 

“T’ll have all the testimony read to 
me before I vote,’’ replied Bartlett. “TI 
am almost blind, and I’ll have it read 
to me.”’ 

Mr. Gibbon then announced that he 
had done his best to get Mr. Adams to 
attend the night session, but had found 
him a very sick man. There was some 
talk ef adjourning the investigation, 
but Meserve refused and finally said: 

“Mr. Webb, please take the stand.”’ 

There was a craning of necks in 
every direction as Webb left his seat 
and took the witness chair. He was 
outwardly cool, but extremely nervous, 
as was but natural, but he answered 
‘every question and suggestion with a 
readiness that showed he had fully 
prepared himself for the ordeal. 

The witness testified in substance as 
follows: 
about hirteen years; was in real es- 
‘tatte business until about three years 
ago; have been alone in business about 
six months.” 

“You dre pretty well known here?” 
asked Meserve. + 

“Well—lately, yes,” answered Webb, 
and then went on to say that he had 
always taken an active part in any 


‘| movement in which he interested him- 


self. 
“When was the first time you eve 
heard of Janitor E. E. Cooper?” 
‘The first time I ever heard of him 
was in Mr. Conrey’s office, a day or two 
before the first special meeting of this 


Axtell and Adams.’’ 

Witness went on to say that he 
urged Conrey to call a special meeting 
of the board in order that the affida- 
vits might be sifted in executive ses- 
sion, and “sifted’’ thoroughly before 
given to the public. Witness could not 
remember Cooper by name or other- 
wise. His committees had no janitor 
in charge, each member of the Board 
of Education selected his janitors for 
his ward. Never had any suspicion 


and Adams made their so-called con- 
fessions. Never saw Cooper until he 
testified. 

“Then, to put it mildly, Axtell, in 
his confession lied, did he?’ 

“That is putting it mildly,” replied 
Webb. 

Witness remembered the day Axtell 
sent word to him by Charlton, assist- 
ant Superintendent of Buildings. Said 
at first he couldn’t go. Finally went, 
and Axtell asked him if he (Webb) had 
filed any charges against him. Webb 
said no. Some time previous he (Webb) 
had run across a bill for $19 to $20 
that needed explanation. Found it was 
all right, and told Axtell that he had 
no idea what the grand jury wanted. 
Axtell told witness he was worried: 
that he was a sufferer from heart fail- 
ure, and had fainted before one ‘grand 
jiury before. Axtell said nothing about 
Cooper, Bonebrake, Keppel or any of 
the rest. 

Webb then denied, positively, the 
conversations in the Board of Educa- 
tion rooms as detailed by Adams and 
Axtell. 

“Did you ever say to either or both 
of hem or to any one else anything 
about leaving any money in Brother 
Pitman’s asked Meserve. 

**‘Never, never,’ replied Webb. 

Witness then went on to relate that 
he could not have reached the roorns in 
which he was said to have had the in- 
terviews with Adams and Axtell with- 
out Secretary Johnson of the Board of 
Education seeing them go in, and yvol- 
unteered the statement that Johnson 
aad never witnessed anything of the 
kind. 

Witness declared he was at lunch at 
the hour when Axtell and Adams claim 
they talked with him in the Board of 
Education rooms as to what they should 
testify to before the grand jury, (the 
‘put-it-in-Pitman’s-pocket’ interview,) 
but only offered, as proof of the state-

ed. 

The case of Mrs. Smith cafne next. 
Webb denied he had ever “shrugged his 
shoulders” and said it was -uselees for 
her to go and see Conrey. He and Mr. 
Conrey had always got along like two 
cherubs. Got along with Conrey bet- 
ter than he did with the so-called ma- 
jority of the board. Salyer, Bartlett's 
piano salesman, had never mentioned 
to him that Mrs. Smith wanted or had 
purchased a piano. He and Conrey 
were the teachers’ committee for four 
months and always-got along. 

Director Conrey never said a word. 

_ Then came the Morris, case. Webb 
didn’t know Morris. Never saw him 
but once, last August, before this in- 
vestigation began. Never received a 
cent from him, directly or indirectly. 
Thought in August and all along that 
the high-school janitor was wunder- 
paid and should have more money. 

Webb swore that he never told any- 
body that Jackson Parker, the colored 
gman from Boyle Heights, was to have 
a position in the schools as janitor, or 
anything else. -A number of colored 
men had come to him with a petition 
asking Parker’s appointment. 

Webb told him to go and see Axtell 
and see ‘whether Axtell had any day 
work to give him, and if he had, he 
(Webb) would recommend him. ; 

Webb then said that both Axtell and 
Adams lied deliberately about the posi- 
tions of Morris and Parker. He had 
never received a penny of money from 
either man through Axtell or Adams. 
He (Webb) became. suspicious of 
Adams about this time on account of 
the latter’s wanting janitors’. positions. 

The Sprague case was next handled. 
Bartlett introduced Sprague to wit- 
‘ness, Webb. 
Sprague as engin of High School, 
but Bartlett celephifned him not to do 
so. Bartlett expla 
had heard Adams was trying to get 
money out of Sprague. 

“Adams was mad at me for three 
months before this investigation be- 
gan,’ said Webb. ‘‘The rumors I had 
heard made me suspicious, and I had 
the rule of the old board changed so 
that two members of every committee 
had to sign recommendations, requisi- 
tions and all that, instead of the chair- 
man of the committee alone.-. I did this 
because I wanted Conrey to sign with 
me on committee work instead of 
Adams. 

“There has been more red tape in this 
board,” said Webb, “about positions, 
requisitions and everything else, than 
was ever known before.” 

Witness then went on to explain 
how various committees issued orders 
on the Supply Committee for what the 
schools needed in their various wards, 
and the Supply Committee then con- 
sidered the order, and if considered 
right, issued a requisition for the goods, 
signed by two members. 

““Unless,’’ corrected Mr. Webb, 


.principal wanted a carpet or a lounge, 


then, sometimes, the Committee on 


Supplies would take it up directly.” 


Webb testified that Miss Sutton had 
telephoned him that Prof. Keppel had 


told her that Axtell had said that he 


had paid Adams the money he col- 
lected. 
_.The Janitors’ Committee increased 
the salaries of Morris ‘and Axtell: Wit- 
ness had nothing to-do with it. 

So far as treating Miss Hawks with 
discourtesy, Webb denied the allega- 
tion. He said he may have ‘been 
brusque, but she had come\to him so 
many times about a principalship he 
got tired. Told her he would vote for 
aman principal, if he was worthy and 
at the head of a family. 

Then Meserve “switched” and put a 
question plainly. 

The question asked was the answer 
with the exception that the words 
“did you ever’ were changed by the 
witness to “I never.” 

“Did you ever, at any time or place, 
in any way receive any money from 
any teacher directly or indirectly for 
position in the school department, in- 
crease of salary or for anything else? 
Or, did you ever authorize any one to 
go to any teacher or janitor for 
money ?’’ 

The witness said he never did. 

After’ stating that he believed that 
every member of the board had got 
their full: share of appointments,. and 
that all of them, except Adams, had 
received more patronage than himself, 
Webb and Gibbon had the first and 
only tilt of the evening. 

It was on the Miss Owens case. 


‘Webb said he was bothered to death 


about Miss Owens; that Gibbon had 


‘come to him with Mr. Cline ofthe gas 


company in committee meeting at first, 

‘and afterward Gibbon had come to him 
alone in Miss Owen’s behalf. That he 
had told Gibbon that if he (Gibbon) 
was asking for the reinstatement of 
some poor widow instead of Miss Owen 
it would be better. “Willie Childs,” 
said the witness, “came to me and 
‘threatened unless Miss Owen was re- 
instated the society people would with- 
draw all their copper-plate engraving, 
and my coper-plate business would be 
ruined. Thomas Flemming came to me 
and said if Miss Owen was not put 
back, society people would ruin my 
business. I told them all that we had 
decided to put no teacher back that 
had been dropped, and Miss Owen was 
no exception.” 

“Did Judge Phillips-ever try to have 
a janitor at the Olive-street school 
‘fired’?”’ asked Meserve. 

Judge Phillips objected. Meserve 
said Bartlett had stated that Phillips 
had circulated such a petition. The 
correction wa@® made that the Judge 
had presented such a petition. 

“Oh,” said Judge Phillips, ‘that’s a 
horse of another color. I may have 
presented such a petition. And he 
went, too, you bet.’ 

Meseryve then asked Webb about the 
“Nielsen job.”’ Witness denied he ever 
had heard of Nielsen paying any 
money. Never got any of it. Objected 
to Axtell taking orders from Adams. 
Never had any unpleasantness with 
Gibbon. 

“Well, how about* that © Policeman 
Wilson matter?” asked Meserve. 

Webb stated that he and Gibbon had 
met in front of the Wilcox Block: 
that Gibbon had brought up Miss 
Owens’s reinstatement and had Said: 
“Walter, you want a policeman (Wil- 
son) appointed. I think you ought to 


‘oblige me in the Miss Qwens matter.” 


“T said to him,” continued Webb. 
“What is it? Do you want to swap?” 

“Mr. Webb’s statement entirely 
erroneous,” interrupted Mr. Gibl 
“I made no such statement, because 
Wilson at the time mentioned had al- 
ready been appointed a policeman. He 
came highly recommended and I want 
to say here that it was not on .Mr. 
Webb’s account I urged Wilsan’s ap- 
pointment. 
urged it before Mr. Webb spoke to me 
about the matter, and I would have 
appointed Wilson on Mr. Blarchard’'s 
recommendation alone. He is a gocd 
man and has made an excellent officer.” 

“Gibbon said to me,"’ resumed Webb, 
“Well, Walter, I put Wilson in and I 
did it for you.” 

“That is absolutely @ntrue. I never 
eaid such a thing in my life,”’ replied 
Mr. Gibbon.

Webb did not resent Mr. Gibbon’s 
words, but resumed his testimony. He 
said he had never in all his life had 
such @ “‘pull” exercised on him as was 
exercised in behalf of Miss Owens, but 
he would not move to reinstate her.

The witness then testified that Adams 
liad openly threatened him (Webb) 
with reorganization of the school board 
on’ two occasions and he had told him 
to go ahead, he would be giad of it.

side pocket all these days. Webb told | 


how a man had come to the Board of 
Education rooms and asked to see 
him. ‘He said to m¢ that he knew 
there were two of the "employés of the 
school department working at Mr. Mc- 
Inerney’s house. I telephoned for Ax- 
tell. He came to the rooms and I said: 
‘Well, you are at your same old game,’ 
and told him what I had been told. I 
admit I spoke to him roughly. I told 
Axtell not to say anything about the 
matter to McInerney until I had ascer- 
tained whether the men at work*at his 
house were going to put in time for 
their work to the school department. 
I told him then that he had better re- 
sign if there was anything wrong, but 
he assured me there was not. He, how- 


‘ever, said he was willing to resign, and 


I wrote his resignation and had Secre- 
tary Johnson typewrite it. Axtell went 
away and told Mr. McInerney and the 
men what I knew. Mr. McInerney came

“Walter L. Webb, Esq., Chairman Sup- 
ply Committee—My Dear Sir: On April 
15, 1897, I- was requested. by Mr. Mc- 
Inerney, a member of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, to send two men who were 
steadily employed by the Board of 
Education in the school department to 
his house for the purpose of doing 
plumbing work on the building he is 
repairing. I did so, and sent Messrs. 
Warren and Hayes to do said work.

McInerney for one and one-half days, 
respectively. At this time you discov- 
ered the matter and requested me to

“Disregarding your instructions, I 
went to McInerney and told him that 
you had discovered that the men were 
working for him, and he (McInerney) 
immediately sent for the said employés 
and paid them out of his own pocket; 
telling them at the time of payment 
that he fully intended to pay them 
for the work they did for him at all 
times. 
“This action on my part made it im- 
possible for you to actually prove anNg 
thing wrong in the matter... 

“At any time when you may be able 
to get conclusive proof of tHe above 


‘or get proof of any intention of wrong- 


doing of Mr. McInerney, I will repeat 
this statement to your committee. 

“At a. previous..date McInerney re- 
quested me to send a man to his place 
who was actually and steadily em- 
ployed -by the school department for 
the purpose of making him screens for 
his residence. 

“I sent my son to do the work, and 


‘he worked for McInerney for about a 
“week. McInerney paid him out of his. 


own pocket, and he had no reason for 
receiving, and did not receive, any 
money from the department for said 
time. Cc. H. AXTELL.

The witness then dénied that he had 
seen the man who told him about 
Warren and Hill working on MclIner- 
ney’s house but once.

Hellman didn’t say directly that Axtell 
told him I owed him money. Never a 
cent of money passed between Axtell 
and myself, nor between Adams and 
myself.’’

“boom” stoves and stovepipe at con- 
tract rates, but everything else at 
wholesale prices. He had advocated 
buying everything in the open market 
and still advocated it, but Mr. Davis 
objected, and so contracts were let to 
the lowest bidder. The present con- 
tract is a good one. The Harper-Rey- 
nolds contract was characterized by 
Webb as a “dummy” contract. 

This ended the direct examination for 
the night. The board meets again at 
7:30 this evening.

One of The Times’ correspondents in 
the citrus-fruit section who has been 
making observations of frost at the low- 
est points at which oranges are grown 
in that district reports that the mer- 
cury on Sunday night, in an exposed 
thermometer, reached for a brief spell 
the lowest point touched this winter. 
During Sunday the mercury did not 
get above 50 deg., which led to appre- 
hensions for the night. In the even- 
ing dense clouds hung over the land, 
and up to 8 o’clock the mercury fell to 
but 40 deg. The clouds then dispersed 
and the mercury began to fall rapidly, 
though it was not until 11 o’clock that 
the freezing point was reached, while 
the night before that point had been 
reached at 9 o’clock. This shortening 
of the duration of the frost by the 
clouds has doubtless proven of im- 
mense benefit to the orange crop. The 
temperature at various hours, as far 
as observed, was as follows: Midnight, 
29 deg.; 1:30 a.m., Monday, 28 deg.; 
2:30 a.m., 26 deg.; sunrise, 24 deg. It 
is not believed that the mercury at 
any time fell below the latter figure, 
which was probably the “snapper” 
which often comes just before sunrise. 
The temperature of the interior of 
oranges exposed on the trees was found 
to be 28 deg., the same as was found 
on a previous night, when the mercury 
stood for hours at 26 deg. As these 
observations were made with a view 
to learning the conditions of the fruit 
under the worst exposure, and as the 
observations seem’ to indicate that 28 
deg. is about the point at which orange 
juice congeals, instead of 32, as with 
water, it does not seem that any great 
damage was done in that locality. In 
fact, the frost of the preceding night, 
when the temperature was 2 deg. 
higher, but when there was freezing 
temperature for eleven hours, was more 
destructive. The point at which the 
observations were made is believed, 
from the history of previous frosts, to 
be one or two degrees higher than the 
most undesirable orchards in Southern 
California, which would indicate that 
in such places, for a brief period, the 
mercury must have touched 22 or 23 
deg. On the other hand, within a half 
mile from the point of observation, at 
a higher altitude, the lowest record 
was 26 deg. at sunrise, and little or no 
damage could have resulted, while the 
great bulk of the orange orchards of 
Southern California are at a still higher 
elevation above frost channels, and 
were entirely exempt from damage.

Even the music was writ- 
ten especially for this play by Lee 
Johnson, and is a quaint and most ef- 
fective mingling of occidental melody 
with the rhythmic cfangor of the 
Orient. The spirit of the thing has 
been caught so completely by the or- 
chestra that the music played through- 
out the piece is bizarre without being 
obtrusive or grotesque, and that be- 
tween acts sounds like a whole Chi- 
nese New Year’s with a brass band in 
the distance. The plot of the play is 
exciting enough to stir even the 
phlegmatic Mongolians to some degree 
of animation, and true enough to life 
to give the white peopsre a gvod deal 
of. insight into the methods of the 
highbinders and the deadly feuds that 
exist between the rival tongs or clans.

THEY HAD A HIGH OLD TIME. 


CIRCUMSTANCES LEADING UP To 
THE KILLING OF BOWMAN. 


Beer and Fast Women Cut an Im- 
portant Figure—Virs. Bowman on 
the Stand—Crandall Will 
. Testify. 


The protracted deadlock in the City 
Council over the fire-hose award was 
broken yesterday. The four Council- 
men who foucht the attempt to give 
the entire contract to the Furrey Com- 
pany, insisting that the Council should 
approve the award of the Fire Commis- 
Sioners, have scored a signal victory. 
For weeks they were subjected to ev- 
ery influence that the Webb-Hellman 
combination could bring to bear upon 


them, but they refused to yield. Yes- 
terday the situation was completely 
changed. By an almost unanimous 


vote the Council decided to award the 
contract in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Fire Commissioners. 

Some question has arisen concerning 


the date of the Seventh-ward special 


election. It is possible that the Coun- 
cil may be obliged to postpone the elec- 
tion in order to comply with the pri- 
mary-election law. 

The City Auditor’s annual report has 
been filed. 

The widow of Jack Bowman testified 
yesierday for the prosecution at the 
trial of Frank D. Crandall for t}® mur- 
der of Bowman at Ballona in Septem- 
ber last. She stated that on the day 
preceding the tragedy Crandall had 
threatened to ‘‘fix’’ her husband. There 
Were several important witnesses who 
testified to the quarrel between Bow- 
man and Crandall two days before the 
former’s death and the shooting upon 
the beach at Ballona. ‘The whole af- 
fair seems to have been the outcome 
of a debauch in which beer and fast 
women played the leading parts.

DEADLOCK BROKEN, 


FIRE-HOSE CONTRACT AWARDED 
BY THE COUNCIL, 


Waning of the Webb-Hellman In- 
fiUuence in City Hall Affairs. 
Possible Complications in the 
Seventh Ward Special Election, 


The deadlock in the City Council over 
the fire-hose award has at last been 
broken, and the action taken yesterday 
betokens the waning of the Jim Hell- 
man infiuence in city politics. By an 
almost ‘unanimous vote the Council de- 
cided to approve the last award made 
by the Fire Commissioners, giving 1000 
feet of hose to each of five bidders, 
viz., the California Hardware Com- 
pany, Harper, Reynolds & Co., the Fur- 
rey Company, the Union Hardware 
Company and Cass, Smurr & Co. 

This result marks the conclusion of 
@ long fight. The contract for supply- 
ing the city with 5000 feet of hose has 
been twice advertised, and the Fire 
Commissioners have twice reported 
upon the bids received, recommending 
a distribution of the contract among 
several of the bidders. Their first 
award gave 2000 feet to the Furrey 
Company. This award was not consid- 
ered satisfactory by the Council, and 
the City Clerk was instructed to read- 
vertise. When the second set of bids 
was opened, it was found that ‘the 
Furrey Company had reduced its bid 
from 80 cents to 75 cents per foot, all 
of the other firn?’s whose hose was 
considered adhering to their original 
bid of 80 cents. . + 

The second award of the Fire Com- 
missioners divided the contract equally 
between five firms, of which the Fur- 
rey Company was one. When the 
award was submitted to the Council, 
five of the Councilmen voted to reject 
the recommendation and give the en- 
tire contract to the Furrey Company. 
This was done, but the majority found 
its action nullified by the minority. 
The charter requires the assent of two- 
thirds of the entire vote of the Council 


‘to award a contract, and despite the 


fact that only one more vote was 
meeded, it was not forthcoming. Schoo} 
Director Webb took a hand in the af- 
fair and made a great effort to bring 
one of the minority members into line, 
He proved unsuccessful. Jim Hellman 
also brought his “‘puill” to bear upon 
the minority, but they were stubborn. 
They insisted that Hellman’s company 
should not receive the entire award un- 
less it could be demonstrated that its 
hose was at least equal to the other 
brands offered. On this point Hellman 
never offered to produce any evidence, 
for the excellent reason that his hose 
Was notorious!y of inferior grade. 

The deadlock in the Council remained 
until yesterday, when the Council 
finally decided to adopt the award last 
recommended by the Fire Commission- 
ers. This result is highiy significant, 
for it marks the decadence of the’ Hell- 
man-Webb influence in City Hal! poli- 
tics. 

The action taken yesterday was the 
immediate result of a communication 
received from the Firé Commissioners, 
calling attention to the need of supply- 
ing the department with new hose. 
Baker moved that the clerk be in- 
g@tructed to readvertise for bids. 
Blanchard made a motion that the 
Council rescind the action whereby the 
entire contract was awarded to the 
Furrey Company: This metion pre- 
vailed, despite some vigorous kicking 
from the Populist Councilman from the 
Eighth Ward. The motion was then 
made and carried that the Council ap- 
prove the award of the Fire Commis- 
sioners dividing the contract among 
five of the bidders. Nickell was absent 
from the Council chamber when this 
motion was carried. The vote stood

CITY ASKED TO CONTRIBUTE. 

Max Meyberg appeared in behalf of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation to ask the Council to con- 
tribute toward the celebration of the 
fiftieth discovery of gold in California. 
The anniversary occurs on January 24, 
and Mr. Meyberg stated that the same 
May would witness the opening of the 

ermanent exhibit of home products. 
Pre asked that the Council appropriate 
$500 to aid in the celebration. The 
request was referred to the Finance 
Committee. Later in the day the com- 
mittee reported that having before it 
no formal communication from’ the 
Merchants’, 4nd Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, no action had been taken on 
Mr. Meybere'’s request. 

ALLEY FIGHT ENDED. 


The protracted squabble over the 


proposed alley in the block bounded by 
Fourth, Fifth, Hill and Broadway was 
brought to ai close. The property- 
owners inierested have been disputing 
vigorously for many weeks @s to the 
Width and precise location of the alley. 
An ordinance was adopted yesterday 
providing {iF an alley twenty feet wide. 
It is undoest that the warring prop- 
erty-owners have agreed to accept this 
decision without further opposition. 
CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The Gity Attorney presented: ordi- 
nances as follows: 

An ordinance abandoning an alley in 
block 10 of Newell's & Spencer's sub- 
division of a part of thé Chavez tract. 

An ordinance ordering the work of 
and appointing commissioners for the 
widening of Jefferson street between 
Vermont avenue and the west city lim- 
its, 

An ordinance ordering the work of 
and appointing commissioners for the 
opening of.am alley from Sixth to Sev- 
enth streets between Spring street and 
Broadway. 

Also an’ ordinancé dedicating  por- 
tions of Sunset Park as public streets. 

The last of these ordinances was 
referred to the Park Commissioners. 
The others were passed. 

SEVENTH WARD ELECTION. 

Some discussion arose over the spe- 
cial election to be held in the Sev- 
enth Ward for the purpose of filling 
the school board vacancy. The City 
Attorney stated that the validity of 
the law has been widely questioned, 
and he should not wish to advise tit 
Council as to the necessity of comply- 
ing with the law. He suggested, as 
a means of dispensing with the cum- 
bersome machinery of the primaries, 
that the nominations might be made 
wholly by petition. 

Later in the day the City Clerk was 
instructed to publish the ordinance 
passed last week, providing for the 
election. 

Some complications threaten to arise 
if the Council adheres to the date of 
election fixed in this ordinance.: The 
new primary election law provides that 
in all elections sixty days must elaps? 
between the ordinance providing for 
the election and the election itself. 
This ordinance was passed December 
17, and fixes the date of election § as 
February 10, so that less than the re- 
quired time intervenes. There will not 
be sufficient time to hold primaries as 
provided by the new law, should this 
be desired. Consequently it would 
seem that there might be grave ques- 
tion as to the validity of the election, 
and that it might be successfully as- 
sailed. 

The ordinance was passed during the 
absence from the city of the City At- 
torney, and it is quite probable that 
the Council may reconsider its action. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

Ordinances were presented by the 
City Engineer and adopted, as follows: 
Final ordinance changing and estab- 
lishing the grade of Grattan | street 
from Ninth street to a point 139 feet 
north of Tenth street; final ordinance 
establishing the grade of Virgil avenue 
from Fourth street to-Geneva street; 
final ordinance establishing, the grade 
of Geneva street from Hoover = street 
to Miami avenue; ordinance of inten- 
tion to establish the grade of Pecan 
street from First street to the north- 
erly terminus of Pecan street;  ordi- 
nance of intention to change and es- 
tablish the grade of Date street from 
Elizabeth street to the angle in Date 
street, 162.10 feet northerly from Queir- 
olo street. 

The City Engineer also recommended 
that the proceedings to curb and side- 
walk the west side of Figueroa street 
from Fourth street to Fifth street be 
abandoned, for the reason that there 
are proceedings under way to change 
the grade of said street. .

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
City Enginecr’s Opinion of the 
Adobe Road Boulevard, 

In the course of the afternoon session 
the City Engineer appeared before the 
Council with a request that an extra 
appropriation of $150 be made for the 
purpose of surveying Buena Vista street 
preparatory to widening it to 100 feet. 

The City Engineer said that the orig- 
inal appropriation of $275, which was 
expected to cover both the Buena Vista 
street and the Adobe road surveys, had 
~been-entirely consumed by the latter. 
He took occasion to say that the Pasa- 
dena bouelvard would not be built over 
the adobe road route during the life of 
any member ef the Council. He found 
innumerable obstacles and difficulties, 
and he expressed the opinion that the 
expense of this route would prove an 
insuperable objection to it. As to the 
money already expended for the survey, 
he said Council might. just as well 
have taken it and thrown it into the 
sewer.”’ 

The Council voted to allow the addi- 
tional appropriation asked. | 


MATEO-STREET FRANCHISE. 


Abbott Kinney appeared before the 
Council to ask an extension of one 
year within which to electrize the Ma- 
teo-street car line. Unavoidable delays 
had occurred, he stated, so that the 
company had not yet been able to make 
the expected improvements. 

President Silver asked whether the 
proposed extension was not needlessly 
long. Mr. Kinney said that he hoped 
to have the line electrized in less than 
a year, but delays might again arise. 

The Council granted the desired ex- 
tension. 

SAN-PEDRO-STREET SUIT. 

’' A prolonged discussion arose over the 
advisability of appealing from the re- 
cent decision in the Superior Court, de- 
nying the city’s claim of title to the 
twenty-foot strip of land on San Pedro 
street, running north from’ Fifth 
street. W. D. Gould appeared in behalf 
of property-owners of the vicinity 
who have been deeply interested in the 
city’s efforts to establish title to the 
disputed strip. He urged the Council 
to instruct the City Attorney to appeal 
the case. 

Mr. Dunn said, however, that while 
the city might win its suit, the chances 
of defeat were, in his opinion, consid- 
erably greater. 

This view was confirmed by a state- 
ment from the City Engineer who 
stated to the Council the grounds of 
the city’s claim of title and the evi- 
dence which led to the adverse deci- 
sion. 

Several property-owners spoke, urg- 
ing that the case be taken up. They 
declared that the city had been robbed 
of the ground. In this the City Attor- 
ney coincided, but he pointed out that 
the City Council in 1884 fixed the width 
of San Pedro street at sixty feet, and 
by implication abandoned the disputed 
strip. 

As the expense of appeal would be 
from $250 to $500, and as the prospects 
of a favorable issue appeared slight, 
the Council decided to abandon the 
suit. 

SPRING STREET PAVING. 

The Citv Engineer reported that the 
protest against the repaving of Spring 
street had less than a majority of the 
frontage and it was accordingly denied. 

The: final ordinance for the improve- 
ment was presented by the City Clerk 
and passed. 

The protest against the acceptance 
of Central-avenue improvements was 
denied. 

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the health department the Coun- 
cil decided to discontinue street sweep- 
ing on Center Place, Clay street and 
St. James Park, and on the Buena 
Vista-street, Downey-avenue and First- 
street bridgé¢s. 

The health. department was also al- 
lowed to employ a man, horse and cart 
at $3 per day. 

SEVENTH WARD ELECTION, 
The special election to be held in the 
Seventh Ward again came up for dis- 
cussion. The debate sprang from a 
motion by Ashman that the Council 
proceed to fill by temporary appojnt- 
ment the vacancy in the Board of Wad- 
ucation caused by the resignation of 
J. F. Adams. Grider seconded the’ mo- 
tion. 

Toll objected to immediate action, 
preferring, to ascertain first the choice 


of the people, of the ward. He moved

as a substitute that action be deferred 
indefinitely. Ashman urged that on 
January 1 the Board of Education 
would reorganize and elect a new pres- 
ident and new committees, and that the 
Council should act before that time. 

Toll’s substitute was carried by a 
vote of 6 to 3. 

_Ashman had with him a petition from 
residents of the Seventh Ward, agking 
that A. M. Bragg be appointed, but it 
Was not presented. 

A motion was then carried that it 
was the sense of the Council that the 
people of the Seventh Ward should 
nominate their candidates by petition 
rather than by primaries. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

On motion by Mathuss the City En- 
gineer was instructed to present plans, 
specifications and estimate of cost for 
an extension of the Arroyo de los 
Reyes storm drain from the present 
terminus, thirty feet west of Beaudry 
avenue, to Ohio street. ' 

The Los Angeles Railway was in- 
structed to repair the pavement Dde- 
tween its tracks, on First street from 
Main street to the river. 
FIRE AND WATER COMMITTEE. 

The Fire and Water Committee re- 
ported as follows: 

“In -the matter of petition from W. 
M. Caswell et al., asking that a fire- 
alarm box be placed at the corner of 
Eighteenth street and Griffith avenue, 
we recommend the same be granted 
and the Board of Fire Commissioners 
so instructed. 

“In the matter of petition from A. 
M. Tuthill et al., we recommend that 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
be instructed to place a fire hydrant at 
the corner of First street and Fremont 
avenue.”’ 

The recommendations of the commit- 
tee were adopted. 

CITY AUDITOR’S REPORT. 

The City Auditor’s annual report was 
presented to the Council yesterday. It 
is a complete and elaborate statement 
of the city’s receipts and disbursements 
during the year ending November 30, 
the amount of the city’s indebtedness 
and the value of its property. 

The total expenditures amounted to 
$1,527,357.09. The value of the city’s 
property was given as $9,945,043.46. 

The available cash in the city treas- 
ury on December 1 was $251,050.09.

MRS. BOWMAN TESTIFIES. 


TELLS WHAT SHE KNOWS ABOUT 
HER HUSBAND’S DEATH, 


man the Day Before the Trag- 
edy—‘*Billie”? White Makes Dam. 


The large number of curious specta- 
tors that thronged Judge Smith’s 
courtroom yesterday to hear the evi- 
dence piled up against Frank D. 
Crandall, charged with having mur- 
dered Jack Bowman at Ballona Sep- 
tember 14 last, found much in the 
proceedings to interest them. 

“Billie’ White, who was one of the 
Crandall-Bowman party at Ballona, 
and the widow of the dead man were 
— most important witnesses of the 
ay. 

White testified that on Sunday, two 
days before the tragedy, b0wman and 
Crandall became engaged in an alter- 
cation over a board bill. It amounted 
to only 60 cents, and had been’ con- 
tracted by Bowman, who. requested 
Crandall to “stand good” for it. This 
Crandall refused to do. Bowman de- 
clared that he did no: cure for Cran- 
dall’s friendship any further, to 
which there was nv _ response. 
next day Crandall came to Los Angeles 
and purchased a revolver at one of 
the Main-street pawnshops. He ex- 
plained his departure from the cabin 
by saying that he had some business 
to attend to in Los Angeles early Mon- 
day morning. Tuesday morning he re.. 
turned to Ballona and went to the 
cabin. White and Mauce Nelson, h‘s 
mistress, were alone. Crandall _in- 
quired for a pin that had been lost in 
the place on Sunday night, and upon 
being informed that no pin had been 
found, exclaimed that he ‘would not 


permit any —— —— to get the best of 
him.’’ White did not understand 
Crandall's conduct, and before he 


could make any inquiries as to the na- 
ture of the difficulty, Crandall de- 
manded io be informed where Bow- 
man had gone. White replied that he 
had gone down the beach a few min- 
utes before, whereupon Crandall left 
the cottage. He walked down the 
beach and met Harry ireneman, to 
whom he stated thee ie wanted to 
find Bowman and get a pair of sus- 
penders belonging to him. The two 
walked down the shore a short dis- 
tance and met Bowman. All then re- 
turned toward the cottage. White saw 
them approaching, and paid no further 
attention till he heard the reports of 
a revolver fired in rapid succession. 
Rushing out of the door, hé saw Bow- 
man run toward the cavin and fall a 
short distance from the doorway. 
Crandall had a revolver in his hand 
and was recharging the empty cham- 
bers. Bowman died almost instantly. 
Mrs. Bowman, widow of the mur- 
dered man, told a short but positive 
story of her knowledge of the tragedy. 
Most of her testimony, however, was 
hearsay and was not admitted. 
Crandall’s attorney subjected her to 
a rigid cross-examination. In response 
to the questions as to her relations 
with Bowman she stated that she was 
married to him over two years ago, 
but admitted that she had been a 
sporting woman prior to that time. 
“On Monday, the day after the words 
had passed between my husband and 
Crandall, I came to Los Angeles. I 
went to Crandall’s room in the Glen- 
hurst lodging-house and demanded the 
return of some articles of clothing 
which I had loaned May Frowiss (then 
Crandall’s mistress, now his wife.) 
Crandall came to the door and com- 
manded me to leave at once. I replied 
that I would do so when I got ready 
and that he Was not man enough to 
put me out. But I withdrew and 
walked down the hallway, Crandall) fol- 
lowing me. When TI had reached the 
head of the stairway he pushed me and 
I fell down several steps before I could 
catch myself. I turned around to him 


and said: ‘I'll fix you for this.’ 


“ ‘Yes,’ he replied, ‘and I'll fix that 
— — — -— of yours,’ referring to my 
husband. That was the last time I 
eaw Crandall until after my husband's 
death.” 

Maud Nelson, who accompanied the 
party to Ballona as “Billie’ White's 


companion, was on the stand for more 


than an hour. The greater part of her 
testimony Was, merely corroborative of 
that given by White and Mrs. Bow- 
man.

Bowman, Frank Crandall and May 
Frowiss, and ‘‘Billie’’ White and Maude 
Nelson, started out for a gay old time 
when they went to Ballona, and “eyv- 
erything went” uhtil disagreements 
arose. On the first night out the Nel- 
son and Frowis women became’ en- 
gaged in a quarrel over some trivial 
matter, exchanging compliments such 
as ‘“‘you’re a —— liar,” et cetera. @Bil- 
lie’ White told them they had better 
go out and fight out their differences 
upon the sands on the shore, but they” 
finally quieted down. Then Bowman 
and Crandall took a turn at it, with 
the results as above stated.

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FROM THE ORANGE BELT. 
GROVES IN THE LOWLANDS UN- 


DOUBTEDLY SUFFERED. 


Oranges in the Higher Districts 
Belleved to Be Uninjured by 
Sunday Night’s Frost — Colder 
Wenther Last Night in the Val. 
leys, | 


The frost that was predicted for 
Sunday night and Monday morning ar- 
rived, and the temperature in the low- 
land orange districts fell to 24 deg. 
above zero, but the orange-growers do 
not admit that any serious damage was 
done. It is almost impossible to get re- 
liable information from anybody in- 
terested in ‘the fruit business, and 
many of the reports sent out evidently 
are based upon readings of thermome- 
ters not so exposed as to indicate the 
conditions in the orchards. Informa- 
tion received from regular correspond- 
ents of The Times, specially instructed 
to ascertain the facts, is given below: 
RIVERSIDE. 
WRIVERSIDE, Dec. 20.—Sunday night 
W_® the coldest of the season here, and 
tnet general opinion, as summed up 
from the statements of a large number 
of orange-growers from different parts 
of the valley, is that little damage was 
done to the orange or lemon crops. 

A representotive of one of the lead- 
ing fruit firms made a complete round 
of the valley today, and reports that 
except in certain exposed sections the 
oranges were not injured by the frost. 
The lowest temperature registered by 
the thermometer in this section was 24 
deg., and that was in the lowlands 
down the valley. 

RIVERSIDE, Dec. 21, 12:30 am..—The 
thermometer in front of the water 
company’s office registers 41 deg. at 
this hour. A strong breeze is blowing, 
and there is no danger of a killing 
frost. 

[Note—The thermometer evidently is 
not exposed to conditions that prevail 
in the orchards; and the reading is too 


high.] 
SAN BERNARDINO. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 20.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] The cold wave 
reached its climax here Sunday night, 
but little damage to the fruit crop is 
reported. 

Dr. A. K. Johnson, volunteer weather 
oobserver of this city, says that the 
lowest point registered during the night 
was 25 deg. Several. other citizens 
claim that it dropped to 21 deg. at one 
time during the night. 

From Highland comes the _ report 
that 28 deg. was the lowest point 
reached and in Old San Bernardino 29 
deg. was the minimum registered. In 
Redlands the mercury dropped to 28 
deg., and a thermometer in Idlewild 
registered 26 dég. In the sections 
named, as obtained from reliable au- 
thority, little, if any, damage was done 
to the oranges or lemons. 

POMONA, 

POMONA, Dec. 20—9:20 p.m.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence?] The mercury 
has fallen ten degrees in four hours 
and now registers 28, the point at which 
it stood forty minutes after midnight 
of Sunday. It is the worst start yet 
on frost.’ 

Midnight—The mercury now registers 
25 deg., four degrees lower than last 
night. If it falls as much as it did last 
night, it will stand at 21 before morn- 
ing. There is no wind and the sky is 
clear. Mercury reached freezing point 
at 11 p.m. yesterday and at 7 p.m.

LOTTERY SCHEMES. 


Word-puzzle Prize Advertisements 
Excluded from Mails, 

The ruling of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment at Washington barring papers 
and magazines containing lottery sub- 
scription ,advertisements has been re- 
¢eived by the local postoffice and is 
found to affect a number of the lead- 
ing magazines if they do not take 
warning and remove the objectionable 
features from their advertising pages. 
Among these lottery advertisements 
are such as “Where does the word 
horseback appear in the Bible?” with 
cash prizes for the correct answers, 
providing they are accompanied by 


cash for subscription to the publica- 
tion offering the prize. Another is the 
offering of prizes for making names 
out of a jumble of letters, and another 
for the supplying of missing letters. 
These are all classed as lottery schemes 
because each makes the subscription a 
necessary consideration, each offers a 
prize and each makes the obtaining of 
the prize depend on chance by stipu- 
lating that ihe first correct answers 
to be mailed or received will gain the 
prize. 

These advertisements are usually 
the schemes of small and struggling 

blications to gain subscribers. They 

ave been appearing for some time in 
the advertising pages of . McClure’s, 
the Cosmopolitan, Munsey’s and other 
magazines, but hereafter no publication 
a dated them can pass through the 
mails. 


The Trading Stamp Scheme. 

The promoters of the so-called “trad- 
ing-stamp scheme” are still trying to 
induce the merchants of Los Angeles to 
make use of their peculiar methods. 
Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion has sent to the merchants of this 
city one thousand circular letters de- 
nouncing the methods of the scheme 
and giving the experience of those mer- 
chants in other cities who had been in- 
duced to embark in the enterprise.

CANAL RECEIVERSHIP BECOMING 
VERY MUCH INVOLVED. 

Phoenix WIIl Soon Have a New 
Opernhouse — Chauncey Depew 
and Pierpont Morgan Expected 
at an Early Date—Frederick W. 
Gatke Dead. 


PHOENIX, Dec. 18.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] The receivership of the Arizona Canal 
seems to be getting ‘more and more involved. 
In fact, it looks as though there might be 
no receiver soon, although @hat is not likely. 
The receivership covers both the Arizona 
Canal Company and the Arizona Improve- 
ment Company. The suit for a_ freceiver, 
which was first brought by the majority 
stockholders, has been withdrawn by the 
same intersets, or at least a motion for its 
withdrawal has been filed by Attorney Ains- 
worth, the withdrawal being eubsequent to 
the appointment of Mr. Hall as receiver. It 
now seems that Mr. Hall's appointment {fs 
satisfactory to the Glendale and minority 
interests, and unsatisfactory to the majority 
interests. The suit for receiver having first 
been filed by .the majority interests, and 
withdrawn when Mr. Hall was named, the 
question arises whether grounds exist for 
naming a receiver. The Glendale interests, 
however, have also applied for a_ receiver, 
and, on the grounds that the Arizona Im- 
provement Company is the controlling spirit 
of the canal, have made it also a party to 
the defense. <A _ restraining order was | ap- 
plied for today by the Glendale interests 
against both the Canal and Improvement 
companies. The bond eof Receiver Hall was 
placed at $150,000, being $75,000 each for the 
two interests. 

ONE TRAMP LESS. 

A tramp less and three boys who will never

NEW RAILROAD BUILDING. 


The first step in building the new railroad 
from Bisbee southward to Nacosari, Sonora, 
Mex., after the surveys, is providing the steel 
and ties. This is being done by taking up 
the steel of the present road, which is rather 
light, being only forty pounds to the yard, 
that it may be relaid on the extension south- 
ward. Seventy-five pound steel will be put 
down on the line as far as Bisbee. The new 
extension will be 110 miles long, making a 
total from Benson to Nacosari of about 170 
miles. This will be valuable to Sonora, open- 
ing up both a great copper camp and a vast 
cattle and agricultural region. The new 75- 
pound steel is being distributed. 

Beginning January 15. a shut-down of four 
weeks for the purpose of putting in new ma- 
cuinery will take place at the United Verde 
works at Jerome. 

The Mexican cemetery in East Tempe is re- 
garded as dangerously close to town, so far 
as the welfare of the living is concenred. An 
ordinance is under way considering its dis- 
continuance, perhaps even to the degree of 
removing the dead already there.

The Polish Offshoot from the Roman 
Catholic Church. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 
CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—The Times-Her- 


ald says that the Polish Catholic se- 
ceders from the Roman Church, wh» 


have organized the independent ‘Polish . 


Catholic Church of America,” gwere 
three parishes lozated in Chicago, re- 
ceived Bishop Anthony Kozlowski, 
leader of the revolt, as the spiritual 
head of the church in America on Sun- 
day with impressive rites. The new 
prelate has just returned from Europe, 


‘+ where he went by appointment of his 


people to receive ordination as a 


bishop. As he could not secure recog- 
nition from the Holy See, and was 
consecrated by a bishop of the Catholic 
Christian Church of Switzerland, there 
wag said to be doubt as to the welcome 
awaiting him. This proved to be un- 
founded. The priests of the parish re- 
ceived him with open arms and great 
enthusiasm at his gourse of action. 

By is act a = ae sect is formally 
estabihed in America, which occu- 
pies the anomalous,position of recog- 
nizing the Roman pontiff as primate 
of the Occident, of subscribing to the 
Roman Catholic faith as based on the 
foundation of the apostles, the Scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Testaments, 
the traditions of the fathers, the Atha- 
nasian creed and the council of Trent, 
except such decrees as touch upon the 
Roman jurisdiction and hierarchy—all 
these, yet affirming complete liberty in 
lecalt self-goverment as to the invest- 
ment of property titles in the local 
parish organizations. 

The priesthod of the new church- 
hood speak of the mevement as the 
“American Reformation,” and predict 
that it will rapidly absorb most of the 
Polish-American Catholics into its fel- 
lowship. About 17,000 communicants 
are claimed by the three parishes’ in 
Chicago, after but four years of exist- 
ence. The movement has spread into 
a dozen other cities. Bishop Kozlowski 
now stands at the head of this sect in 
America. Because of its significance 
the prelate’s return to the people whom 
he had led into the independent move- 
ments yesterday was celebrated as 
both a patriotic and religious holiday 
by many thousands of Poles in this 
city. 

After solemn high mass had been cel- 
ebrated Bishop Kozlowski made a re- 
rort of his mission to Switzerland for 
consecration. He produced the docu- 
ment attesting his ordination, which 
was read in Latin by Rev. Paul Pul- 
loch, and was interpreted first in Pol- 
ish and then in English by Father Zal- 
owski. ‘This parchment is regarded by 
the priesthood of the new sect as am- 
ple proof of legitimate ordination. 


FRANCE TAXING PIGS. 


French Agricultarists Demand the 
Protection, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—The debate on the 
bill. increasing the customs duties on 
pigs, pig products and lard was opened 
in the Chamber of Deputies today, M. 
Charles Grust opposing the measure. 
He said he did not think it would ful- 
fill the expectation of agriculturists 
and would cost the consumers f.60,000,- 
000 annually. M. Grawx (Rep.) sup- 
ported the bill. He said that in three 
years France had imported hogs and 
pork products valued at f.120,000,000, 
while her exports did not exceed f.25,- 
000,000. M. Joan Juares, one of the 
leaders of the workmen’s party, ex- 
pressed,the opinion that the bill would 
only help the manufacturers of porR 
products, and that it would be impru- 
dent to jeopardize the negotiations 
with the United States on the subject 
of wools and silks by making illusion- 
ary changes in the customs duties. 

The Premier, M. Meline, said that it 
was intended to remendy the decline 
of the price of pork, which, he pointed 
out, Was doing considerable harm to 
French agriculture. 

M. Meline remarked that the govern- 
ment was preparing another bill deai- 
ing with the adulteration of pork prod- 
ucts. The statement was received with 
applause. M. Meline declared the gov- 
ernment was at one with the United 
States on the question of bimetallism. 

The bill was eventually adopted by 
a vote of 418 to 97. 

It fixes the duty on hogs at f.12, on 
suckling pigs at f.3, on hog products at 
f.50 and on lard at £.35 per hundred 
kilcs. 


Old Tea Firm Assigns. 


NEW YORK. Dec. 20.—George B. 
Moorewood & Co., shipping and com- 
mission merchants at No. 1382 Front 
street, assigned today. The house is 
one of the oldest in the tea line in the 
city, having been established in 1832 
by George B. Moorewood, who died in 
1892. The firm had connections in Eng- 
land, India and China, and a year ago 
claimed a capital of $150,000. No sched- 
ule of assets and liabilities is given, 
but a member of the firm stated to- 
night that the assignment was caused 
by the decline in coffee, and that the 
liabilities .would not exceed $100,000. 


TRAGEDY OF THE SEAS. 


A SEAMAN ON TRIAL FOR MURDER 


AND ARSON, 


Driven to Desperation by Cruelties, 
He Killed His Captain and Mate 
and Burned the Vesnel—Ship- 
mates Tell the Same Tale. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NORFOLK (Va.,) Dec. 20.—The trial 
of John Anderson, cook of the schooner 
Olive Pecker, for the murder of Mate 
William Wallace Saunders on the high 
seas in August last, was begun in the 
Federal court today. Anderson is also 
under indictment for the murder of 
Capt. Whitman and the burning of the. 
schooner. 

Attorney McIntosh, for the accused, 
in outlining the defense, stated that 
he would show that Anderson had 
been subjected to unheard-of cruelties, 
and that the murders were committed 
in self-defense. 

Martin Barslad, a Norwegian, a 
member of the schooner’s crew, was 
called to the stand as the first eye- 
Witness to the terrible tragedy that 
will go down as one of the most dra- 
matic and remarkable of modern times. 
Barslad testified that he was. at .the 
wheel during the whole affair. He saw 
Anderson throw water on the captain’s 
dog on the morning of August 6, the 
day of the crime; then he heard the 
captain curse Anderson, after which 
followed a noise as of some one falling. 
He had supposed the captain had struck 
Anderson, who came up and asked the 
mate to protect him. The mate said: 
“Go to hell; you've got to die any 
Way.” Shortly after this Anderson 
came out of the captain’s cabin and 
called the mate down out of the rig- 
ging and shot him four times. He 
summoned all hands and made them 
throw the body overboard. Then he 
made them go down into the cabin and 
get the body of the captain and throw 
that overboard, after which he took 
the crew down into the captain’s cabin 
and gave them whisky. The story of 
the burning of the vessel under Ander- 
son’s orders and the voyage to land in 
the small boats varied little from the 
published accounts. 

John Lind was called to the stand, 
and told essentially the same story 
as Barslad, except that he did not see 
Anderson shoot the mate. Anderson 
came up to him and told him that he 
had killed the captain, and that the 
mate had to go, too. The witness then 
went and called the watch, and while 
he was doing this he heard three or 
four shots on the other side of the ves- 
sel. Witness helped to. throw the 
bodies overboard, and Anderson, he 
said, cursed the dead body of the mate. 
He could not state what language he 
used. Speaking of the whisky Ander- 
son gave the crew, Lind said it was 
only half a bottle, and no one was 
drunk. The captain and mate were 
dead when thrown overboard. An- 
derson fired three shots whgn the 
small boat left the burning schoon- 
er, though why he did it witness 
could not say. Lind told how the crew 
drew lots to see who should go to- 
gether, and his lot fell with that of 
Anderson. He said Andersen shot the 
dog, which came ashore in the boat, 
and on the way to Belmont sold the 
captain's watch. 

Upon cross-examination Lind said he 
heard Anderson, prior to the killing, 
ask the mate to protect him from the 
captain, and he heard the mate tell 
Anderson: “Goto hell; you will be dead 
anyway.” Anderson that morning had 
thrown water on the captain’s dog; the 
captain cursed him in the ‘‘worst lan- 
guage he had ever heard,” and then 
‘made for him,” after which Lind 
heard a noise as of some one falling, 
and presently Anderson came out of 
the galley and asked the mate to pro- 
tect him. 

Andrew March, another of the 
schooner’s crew, testified that he did 
not see the killing. of the mate, but 
heard Anderson say he had killed him. 
Witness was in his bunk at the time 
and heard Anderson call the mate down 
from aloft. He heard the conversation 
between Anderson and the mate and 
heard four shots, after which Ander- 


son said: “Come out here, boys, and 
lower a boat and put me ashore. The 


| captain and mate are dead and I am 


in charge of the ship.” 

On cross-examination March’s testi- 
money was not shaken. 

Juan de Dios Barrial did not see the 
shooting, but heard the shots. His 
story did not vary essentially from 
those of his mates. Referring to his 
conversation with Anderson after the 
tragedy, Barrial said Anderson took 
him aside and told him that he (Ander- 
son) was a murderer, but that he had 
killed the captain and mate to save the 
lives of the crew, and before they left 
the vessel they would all be just as 
guilty as he (Anderson.) Barrial said 
he urged the cook not to burn the 
schooner. 

William Horsborough, another sea- 
man, was the last witness examined. 
His story did not differ . materially 
from the others, and when he had con- 
cluded his testimony, court adjourned 
until 10 o’clock témorrow. 


“RAMBAHN.” 


Incorporation to Assist Needy Jews 
in Jerusalem and Palestine. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
ALBANY (N. Y.,) Dec. 20.—A certifi- 
cate of incorporation was filed today 
with the Secretary of State by “The 
American Congregation, the Pride of 
Jerusalem.” Its principal headquar- 
ters are to-be in New York City, and 
it is intended to carry on operations 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada. The object of the organization is 
to aid and assist indigent and needy 
Jews of all nationalities resident in 
Jerusalem and Palestine by means of 
dues, donations and collections from 
receptacles bearing the Hebrew words, 
“Rabbi Meyer Ball’ Ha Ness,” or an 
abbreviation thereof ‘“‘Rambahn.” 
These receptacles are to be placed in 
the homes of Jews throughout the 
United States and Canada and in the 
synagogue. The money is to be for- 
warded to the main organization in 
Jerusalem called Kollel American Tip- 
hereth Jerusalem, and under the super- 
vision of Rabbi Joshua L. Disuin and 
the United States Consul in Jerusalem. 
It is also proposed to encourage nnd 
aid the so-called Zionistic movement, 
and to support, furnish and equip pil- 
grims and pilgrimages from the United 
States to Jerusalem and Palestine in 
connection with that movement.” 


Ready for More Technicalities. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The State 
Department has been advised that the 
Canadian authorities have surrendered 
upon an extradition warrant James R. 
Bennett, who was arrested and held at 
Victoria on a charge of murderous as- 
sault upon his wife in San Francisco. 
Bennett made a determined effort to 
resist extradition and sued out two 
writs of habeas corpus. In addition, 
he made an attempt to escape from a 
jail warden, in the course of which at- 
tempt the life of the warden was im- 
periled.

THE TABLES TURNED. The state- 
ment is made that some of the large 
Chicago banks having foreign connec- 
tions are loaning large sums of money 
in Berlin. The fankers’ Monthly 
(Chicago,) speaking of this. says the 
business is done by cable, and the Ber- 
lin banks to which the remittances are 
direcied guarantee stipulaed interest 
of 4% per cent. on credit funds, which 
they loan out to their leeal customers. 
The profits to the German banks in 
leaning out on choice collateral the 
borroWed Chicago capital is said to be 
from % to 1% per cent. In Chicago 
loans on similar first-class collateral 
for short time cannot be placed, except 
at rare intervals, at more than 3 or 
3144 per cent. The same authority says 
there have been rumors of Chicago 
loaning money to London, but they 
could not be confirmed.

SHORT APPLE CROP. The Orange 
/ Judd Farmer, a recognized eastern au- 
7 thority on fruit matters, eays it has 
* made a study of this year’s commer-

NEW YORK ORANGE MARKET 
Speaking of the condition of the orange 
market in New York, Elsden A. Morris, 
in a letter to the Fruitman’s Guide, 
says: “The situation on these soods 
(oranges) is almost incomprehensibley 
Think of it! Last December our re- 
receipts were 44,000 boxes of Mediter- 
yanean oranges, 45,000 boxes of Va- 
lencia oranges, 75.000 barrels of Ja- 
maica oranges, and the usual Califor- 
nia supply, while, again, Florida put in 
a small contribution. Up to present 
date we have not seen 10 per cent. of 
last year’s supply from either Sicily or 
Valencia, while Jamaica is estimated 
50 per cent. short, California backward, 
and only Florida shows any increase, 
and prices rule generally lower on all 
kinds of oranges, with a short crop of 
apples, which crop has always been es- 
teemed the main competitor of or- 
anges.”

COTTON CROP. Messrs. Lathom, 
Alexander & Co. of New York, in 
their circular letter just issued, esti- 
mate the cotton crop of the United 
States for the season 1897-98 at 10,188,- 
Q00 bales. Commenting on their esti- 
mate they say: “Although the crop 
was planted late the drought forced 
cotton to early maturity, and our cor- 
respondents say up to this date the 
crop has been marketed rapidly. In 
our opinion the movement henceforth 
will not prove to be in excess of the 
movement of a normal cotton year. For 
a time quarantine restrictions in a 
portion of the South retarded ship- 
ments, but to a much smaller ex- 
tent than was supposed.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BEES AND FRUIT. The belief has 
been gradually gaining ground among 
the orchardists of Southern California 
that the cultivation of the bee was 
beneficial to the cultivation of fruit. 
In some of the large fruit orchards 
bees are now hived with that distinct 
object in view. Experiments of a sim- 
flar nature are being made in Florida 
with satisfactory results. The Flor- 
ida Times-Union reports that at one 
of the experimental stations it was de- 
cided to experiment to determine the 
value of bees to fruit trees. It says: 
“Two peach trees were removed to a 


> 


greenhouse, and a colony of bees 
~~ was moved in, and the trees were 
forced to bloom at enrdwinter. One 


of the trees was so prorected as to 
prevent the bees from geiting to it, 
while they were allowed free access 
to the other. During the time of bloom 
the bees worked industriously on the 
flowers of the tree to which access 
was had. As the season advanced, 
the fruit on both trees set and grew 
without appreciable difference until 
stoning period, when the fruit dropped 
from the tree that the bees had been 
kept away from, while that on which 
they had fed held its fruit ‘until ripe.” 


RAILWAY RESPONSIBILITY. The 
Supreme Court of Indiana has lately 
rendered a decision tnvesving the re- 
sponsibility of railways at railway 
crossings that is likesy to ve produc- 
tive of much future litigation. The 
court held, in the case og the Balti- 
more and Ohio Southwestern Railroad 
Company vs. Conoyer (on appeal,) 
“that a traveler approaching a rail- 
Way crossing, having used dune care 
and employed his senses of sight and 
hearing to ascertain if a train is ap- 
proaching, and being unable to. see) 
or hear an approaching train, is jus- 
tified in presuming that he can cross 
the track in safety, and that if the 
| failure of a traveler to hear a train 
after he has used due care to ascer- 
tain if it is coming is due to the negli- 
Gent failure of the engineer to give 
statutory signals in approaching a 
crossing, the company is liable for in- 
juries sustained by the traveler { 
colliding with such train.”

No doubt is felt that the large trade 
balence in our favor is a sufficicnt security 
against any real stringency in money at New 
York, But it is not believed that a 4-per-cent. 
rate for call money will result in a move- 
ment of specie, in view of the existing high 
rate for money in London, and in the Euro- 
pean countries. There is not much prospect 
of easier money until after the first of the 
year, and until that time speculative activity 
is not likely. The bond market was not as 
active as of late, but prices held firm, with 
the exception of some of the speculat.ve 
bonds. Total sales were $1.509,000. United 
States fours, both of 1925 and of 1907 were 4 
lower bid today.

Dur- 
ing the time referred to, wheat was heavy 
and trading of almost entirely a local profes- 
sional character. The opening decline was 
probably due to heavy receipts at Chicago, 
much of which was of contract grade, but this 
was apparently forgotten when it was seen 
that it did not keep buyers cut of the markct.

The day’s clearances of wheat 
and flour from Atlantic ports were 520,000 
bushels. It was not until after the visible 
upply statement for the week was completed 
and the increase in stocks found to be smaller 
than expected that the market gave any very 
clear indication as to which side of the deal 
it would ultimately favor. With that out of 
the way and the week's increase only 821.000 
bushels, as against a 1,000,000 to 1,500.00 - 
bushels increase !ooked for. the bull fecling 
began to predominate, and the price soon 
responded. The tctal of the day's clearances 
from the seaboard was increased to 717,((0 
bushels by shipments from Galveston. That 
gave further courage to the buyers, who 
took more wheat at an advance of 1 cent over 
the earlier price they paid for May, and of 
course the more the bulls bought the more 
was also wanted by such of the bears as had 
been selling during the first hours. Allen 
& Grier, representing the Leiter crowd, were 
very prominent in the buying, leading it, in 
fact, but this was greatly increascd with cut- 
side orders.

THE BOULEVARD BETWEEN PASA- 
DENA AND LOS ANGELES, 


City Engineer and City Attorney In- 
structed to Pave the Way for 
Nearly Two Miles of Driveway. 
Funeral of William O. Swan.

PASADENA, Dec. 20.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] By the action of the City Trustees, 
this afternoon, on a petition presented by 
George F. Kernaghan and E. H. Lockwood, 
the often-discussed but never-realized boule- 
vard between Pasadena and Los Angeles may 
not now be so far off as it has looked for sev- 
eral months past. 

Both Mr. Kernaghan and Mr. Lockwood 
were members of the last Boulevard Commit- 
tee, and were very anxious to see such a 
scheme put through. For a few days past 
they have been quietly working, and the re- 
sult of their endeavors was to present to the 
City Trustees a petition praying that what is 
now Terrace Drive might be widened, that 
certain vacant lots might be taken, and an 
avenue eighty feet wide might be built. 

The action of'the Trustees upon the petition 
now means that a start will be made on a 
boulevard nearly two miles in length, and 
coming out within a few feet of Fair Oaks 
avenue, one of the routes discussed by the 
Boulevard Committee—that is, Fair Oaks ave- 
nue and the Adobe road, so-called. 

The petition, in which Messrs. Kernaghan 
and Lockwood both spoke of the advantages 
thereof, was as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, do respectfully peti- 
tion your honorable body to institute proceea- 
ings for the laying out and opening of an 
avenue, eighty feet in width, from Colorado 
street to Columbia street, including ‘portions 
of Terrace Drive and Pasadena avenue, 
widened and extended, as shown upon a map 
thereof filed with the City Engineer, a copy 
of which is submitted herewith, and that dam- 
ages and benefits be assessed, as prescribed 
by law, upon as large a district as practica- 
ble. And we would further request that, when 
so opened, said avenue be named ‘Terrace 
Drive,’ and that your honorable body order 
the same to be improved in the following 
manner: 

“That the official grade be established 
thereon, or reéstablished, where necessary. 

“That said avenue be graded in conformity 
with the official grate. 

“That cement walks be constructed six feet 
in width, abutting the property lines. 

‘That cement curbs be constructed sixteen 
feet from the property lines. 

“That the roadbed be graveled or covered 
with decomposed granite. 

“That palms or ornamental trees, or both, 
of such varieties as shall hereafter be deter- 
mined upon,.be planted uniform!y along said 
avenue, provided, however, that the same be 
cared for at public expense, at least until 
thoroughly established.”’ 

The petition is signed by property-holders 
owning a majority of the frontage upon the 
proposed boulevard, and is headed by such 
names as George F. Kernaghan, H. H. Mark- 
ham, B. F. Ball, F. J. ‘Woodbury, P. M. 
Green, James Smith and some twenty-five 
others, who represent a total frontage of 7370 
feet 


eet. 

On motion of Trustee Reynolds, the petition, 
accompanied by the map, was received, (filed 
and the subject matter referred to the Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys, City Engineer 
and City Attorney, with instructions to do 
the work prayed for, embodying the property 
to be taken, and an assessment district to be 
assessed for the damages and benefits to be 
incurred thereby. 

The map accompanying the petition shows 
that at the intersection of Colorado street, 
Terrace Drive is widened on a curve on both 
sides of the street; thence the widening is 
done on the west side of the avenue until 
Mentoria Court is reached, where the pro- 

osed avenue curves to the east and gradually 
eaves the present Terrace Drive, by crossing 
lots at Grove street, Elevado Drive, Waverly 
and Bellevue Drives to Palmetto Drive, where 
it joins Pasadena avenue. The new thor- 
*soughfare skirts the Terminal Railroad track 
between Waverly and Bellevue Drives. Be- 
tween Bellevue Drive and California street 
the intention is to Widen Pasadena avenu2 on 
the west side, while from California street to 
Bellefontaine street the widening will be done 
on the east side of Pasadena avenue. At Belle- 
fontaine street, Pasadena avenue at present 
stops suddenly, to continue upon its way 
nearly two hundred feet further north. The 
proposed new avenue continues straight on 
across vacant property for a distance of about 
two hundred and fifty feet, when it gradually 
curves to the west and again strikes Pasadena 
avenue about two hundred feet north of Ar- 
lJington Drive. From Arlington Drive, Pasa- 
dena avenue is to be widened on both sides 
of the street to Columbia street, where it 
ends. With the curves, this will make a wide 
‘avenue about a mile and three-quarters in 
length. 

Other business transacted by the Council 
was to deny a petition of R. H. Pinney to 
erect a corrugated iron shed in the rear of 
Colorado street and Broadway; grant a peti- 
tion of V. L. Ward to erect a shelter for 
horses used by mail carriers, and refer a pett- 
tion of A. C. Herrick to erect a sign 18x24 
feet, in front of the Times local office, to 
Trustee Washburn. 

The Council also ordered paid, upon recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee, the last 
of the outstanding certificates, amounting to 
$4267.80, and interest amounting to $101.70. In 
1896 the city paid in interest on certificates 
io” while this year the interest was but

Bids Accepted for the Completion 
of the Courthouse—Home Base-

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 20.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The County Board of Su- 
pervisors met in regular session Monday. Dan 
T. Brunmett was allowed $175 in consideration 
of the transfer of the patent right in the Den- 
nicke system in this county to the couny. 

The claims of he State for maintenance of 
the Whittier school, November, 1895, $233.20; 
December, 1895, $212.50; January, 1896, $212.50; 
and February, 1896, $206.45, were allowed, 
same to cover appropriation of warrants can- 
celed April 10, 1896. 

An allowance of $25 was granted to the 
San Bernardino Orphans’ Home. 

Five thousand copies of the “Land éf 
Promise,’’ issued under the auspices of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, were 
ordered. 

At the afternoon session bids were opened 
for the completion of the new Courthouse. 
The bids were classified as follows: Carpenter 
work, gaslighting and fixtures, plastering, 
marble work; electric lighting, hot-water 
heating. There were numerous bidders, most 
of whom submitted a bid for but one ofthe 
six details of the work named. ‘or 
Thornton & Co., Los Angeles, submitted a 
bid covering the entire work, and captured 
the big end of the contract. The firm’s fig- 
ures were: Carpenter work, $17,820; gas 
lighting, $875; plastering, $580; marble work, 
$5225; electric lighting, $1125; hot-water heat- 
ing, $2425. 

The contracct for electric lighting was 
awarded to E. M. White, whose bid was 
$1082, and the Thornton company was awarded 
the contract for the carpenter, gas and plaster 
work. The contracts for the marble work 
and “the hot-water heating had not been 
awarded at the time of sending in this re- 
port. Work will be begun at once, and it is 
expected that the long-incompleted Court- 
house will be ready for. occupancy inside of 
ninety days. 

The bids indicate that the total cost of 
completing the structure will be about $27,000.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 20.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] John Cupper, a well-known char- 
acter about town, dropped dead about 10 
o'clock this morning in the rear of a Fifth- 
Street saloon.

A Member of the Soldier’s Home 
Found Dead. 

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 20.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] The body of George Adams, 
late a member of the Soldiers’ Home, was 
found this morning near California avenue 
and Second street. The body lay face down- 
ward, with the hands in the pockets. A slight 
abrasion appeared on the forehead, but an 
examination, as made by Dr. Lindsey, failed 
to reveal any other mark of violence. The 
cause of this abrasion, the doctor said, would 
not have produced death. The bruise might 
have been caused by an ordinary fall. The 
face had the appearance of congestion. Adams 
had been trying to get a pension. On Satur- 
day or Sunday some small sums of money 
owing to him had been paid, and he yielded 
to his old craving for drink. He was scen 
about this town Sunday afternoon and even- 
ing in a maudlin condition, and was seen 
drinking more or less. As far as appears 
from the evidence taken at the Coroner's in- 
quest, he was last seen alive at Oregon ave- 
nue and Third street Sunday evening in com- 
pany with G. Scotto. He then had two 
flasks of liquor with him. He was known to 
occasionally have fits. The jury's verdict 
was that his death was caused by ‘‘apoplexy 
brought on by excessive use of alcohol.” 
Adams was a private in Co. C. Fifth lowa 
Cavalry, and was a member of Co. G at the 
Soldiers’ Home, in which company he had 
charge of the baggage of the other members. 
He is said to have had no relatives near 
here, but his brother lives in Wisconsin and 
his mother in Minnesota. Adams was 60 years 
of age.

Schultze, and the Coeur de Leon, un- 
der my command, were sent up the 
Rappahannock, with instructions to 
bring Mrs. Gen. Garnett and family 
off by force, if necessary, and convey 
her to Washington.

Reachirg there at early 
daylight, the lady and children were 
placed on board the Jacob Bell, leav- 
ing Senator Hunter and his lady on the 
beach. 

“We at once got under way, and 
while passing the bluffs were fired into 


by some Confederate tréops, and Mrs. 
Garnett had a narrow’ escape. We 
went to our quarters and opened on 


the Johnnies with theirshells, grape and 
canister, and seon had them on the 
run. We reached Chesapeake Bay and 
Mrs. Garnett was transferred to Wash- 
ington. She soon found herself at 
home in New Jersey, where she re- 
mained during the war, and, I believe, 
yet resides there. Th's method of get- 
ting North needs an explanation. Had 
the South won, Mrs. Garnett’s estates 
in Virginia would not have been confis- 
cated by the Confederate government, 
as she was dragged away by a party 
of Yankee sailors and carried into cap- 
tivity. The success of the North, how- 
ever, caused the scheme to fall flat, be- 
cause the Union troops were soon in 
occupation of all of Virginia, and Mrs. 
Garnett’s property was in no danger of 
confiscation.” 


Wonderful New Russian Seaport. 


[Oakland Enquirer:] Another great 
Pacific Ocean seapert will be for- 
mally opened next year. This is 
Viadivostock, which will be the ter- 
minus of the Russian ratiroad across 
Siberia. Great preparations are now 
in progress in the way of improve- 
ments, magnificent terminal wharves 
supported by concrete piers and run- 
ning out to thirty-six feet of water 


being a feature of the construction. 


There is to be a dors. 560 feet long, 
cut out of a solid rock bluff. The 
drawback to Vladivostock has always 
been the ice, which cesses the harhor 
in the winter, but the enterprising 
Russians will not let that stand in 
the way, and they have secured a 
new ‘ice-breaker, built in Denmark, 
which recently broke up ice twenty- 
eight inches thick, at the rate of three 
kno:s per hour. It is expected that 
this formidable machine will keep the 
harbor open through the winter and 
make Viadivostock an all-year-round 
port, something for wuieh nature had 
net designed it. What an example of 
enterprise does the Russian govern- 


ment in this matter ret before San 
Francisco, and some other American 
seaports!
